Assurances 
were given me that there would be a change 
for the better in the methods of conducting 
business, and Bank Examiner McKeon has 
had special instructions in regard to the con- 
duct of affairs in this institution.” 


Revelations Astonish Other Bankers. 

Since early Monday morning the entire 
force of the bank has been engaged in get- 
ting the books of the institution straight- 
ened out. Every one, of course, has been en- 
joined to strict secrecy as to the results of 
the investigation, but enough news has 
drifted out from the heavily barred doors 
to astonish bankers, who are most curious 
to know the story to be told by the bank’s 
books. 

“I have been appalled at the condition of 
the bank's affairs,”’ a veteran clerk, who has 
been engaged with Receiver McKeon, told 
@ prominent banker yesterday. ‘‘ For years 
the slips coming to me, properly marked by 
the initials of officials, I now find to have 
been falsified to a remarkable degree. It is 
like suddenly finding oneself in a grave- 
yard, after living for years in a pleasant 
neighborhood.” 


* 
Scheme of False Additions. 

As one way of falsifying statements to 
be presented to the directors, a. system ‘of 
false additions was resorted to to conceal 
suspicious magnitude. In the items loans 
of say $100,000 would be set Cown at $10,000, 
which would not be considered an unreasor.- 
able amount. But in the additions to make 
the totals the loan would be added in at its 


‘full value. Phe success of this scheme lay 


entirely in the fact that the directors were 
not likely to take the trouble to add up a 
long column of figures to prove the addi- 
tion. 


Foreign Exchange a Cover. 

The foreign exchange account was made to 
cover up any quantity of loans. This account 
is one of the most difficult to keep track of 
in any bank. A large amount Of funds is 
always in transit and the accornt is never 
closed. The bank did a very large foreign 


exchange business legitimately, and there { 


was absolutely no way of finding out what 
the account was at any given time without 
stopping the business and waiting for the 
exchange in transit to come in. 

So‘ completely have the books and state- 
ments been found to have been fuggled that 
the temporary receiver has been compelled 
to go back to the beginning of every large 
account and trace it downanew. “ Rotten ” 
was the word used by the clerk yesterday to 
cover the condition of the books. 


Are Signatures Forgeries? 

It is not altogether clear to the directors, 
if the letter sent them by the Controller of 
the Currency in November, 1895, was read 
in full before them, nor are they certain they 
signed their names to the ackhowledgment 
of the receipt of the letter. It is feared that 
some one felt authorized to sign the names 
of absent directors to the acknowledgment 
as an act of courtesy tothem. A look at the 
Signatures @n the letter will be needed to 
settle that int. So much was taken off 
the shoulders of the directors that if this 
were done it would net be surprising to 
them. 


Gerarantéed by Farson, Leach & Co. 
From the very first discovery of the en- 
tire bonded debt of the Calumiet Electric in 
the bank there has been great curiosity as 
to the shape the account was in. No one 
was more curious about it than the directors. 
qt. t said the bonds were up as 
given by Farson, Leach 


& Coé., but this was then denied.’ That firm” 


was said to be simply the financial agents 
of the bank in running the road. Yester- 
day the directors discovered, so it was as- 
serted last night, that the stock and bonds 
of the Calumet Electric were in the bank’s 
assets in the shape of a guarantée from 
Farson, Leach & Cod. that the interest and 
principal would be paid. 

Thus far the interest on the bonds has been 
paid promptly, but whether it came from 
fresh loans from the bank or from the road’s 
earnings the directors*have not yet discov- 
ered. It is one of the unsolved mysteries of 
the institution. 


Try to Keep the Calumet. 


The Calumet Electric will not. be purchased 
for a song if the solid men in the directory 
of the bank can prevent it. When it was 
found yesterday that all the stock of the 
company was in its possession, several di- 
rectors agreed among themselves to make 
a strong effort to prevent the sacrifice of 
that asset, which has resulted in so much 
trouble to them. 

There are three contpanies to which the 
road might pass. One is the General Elec- 
tric, another is the Chicago City railway, 
and the third is a new company, which is 
likely to be formed to buy the Alley “ L.”’ 
The last-named company would find the 
road a most valuable feeder. Its line runs 
to a connection with the Alley “L” at 
South Park avenue. By an incline the cars 
of the electric line would be enabled to run 
alongside the cars on the Alley “ L,”’ and 
in this way a practically continuous service 
down-town would be secured. 

While there is no necessity for hurry in 
closing out the bank’s interest in the road, 
now that the worst has come, it is possible 
the sale will be made before long, to allay 
the fears of creditors, who now think the as- 
set is valueless. 

Goodrich to Work for Hopkins, 

A. A. Goodrich left for Washington last 
night to urge the appointment of ex-Mayor 
John P. Hopkins as receiver for the National 
Bank of Illinois. The friends of Hupkins 
were active all day before Mr. Goodrich’s 
departure to gather a strong backing for 
his appointment. In the banking world the 
selection of Mr. Hopkins would. be regarded 
as a serious mistake. It is urged by those 
who make a protest against the ex-Mayor 
that the creditors of the bank have not been 
consulted, and that they have the right to 
be heard. : 

w. A. Hammond’s Other Positions. 


William A. Hammond, besides being an 
officer in the National Bank of Illinois, was 
a director in the Oakland National Bank, the 
Pheenix Insurance company of Brooklyn, 
Street’s stable car line, the Chicago Opera- 
House company, and the Chicago Railway 
Terminal Elevator company. 

This last company was the basis for one 
of his most important and profitable finan- 
cial coups. In 1889 the Munger-Wheeler 
elevators were sold to an English syndicate 
and organized under the title of the City 
of Chicago Grain Elevators, Limited. Fromn 
the first they failed to meet the expectations 
of the people who invested in the stock of 
the company. Matters kept growing worse 
and the securities became greatly depre- 


fated. 
Steps In and Buys. 


Mr. Hammond was close to the American 
operators of the company. He became a 
heavy purchaser of the securities. The com- 
pany had issued £500,000 of debentures, and 
the market price for those dropped far below 
par. Mr. Hammond bought agreat,amount 


of those bonds, and induced people who were | 


close to him to become heavy purchasers, 
He was finally in a position to force a reor- 
ganization. 

In 1894 an American company was organ- 
iged and took possession of the property, 
and the bonds of the old company soon rose 
in value. In the reorganization Mr. Ham- 
mond became a director in the company, and 
his interests are still large He is said to 
have made a small fortune off the advance in 
the bonds from the depressed prices at which 
he secured them to the higher level which

There is no heavy storm within two days’ 
range of Chicago, and none at all headed this 
way. The best that can be hoped for tomor- 
row, if all probabilities are realized, is a 
day just cold enough to keep people in good 
holiday spirits, not too cold for comfort, 
and with enough snow on the ground to pre- 
vent it looking entirely bare. 

A white Christmas for Chicago is looked 
forward to as something sufficiently rare to 
be hailed with delight. 

It goes without saying that yesterday's 
snowy whiteness, which concealed the 
ground beneath, added to the striking and 
interesting character of the busy scenes 
presented. 


Christmas Trees Everywhere. 


Christmas trees were in evidence every- 
where. They were taken in cartloads to the 
commission men in South Water street, to 
be sent by them to their retail patrons as 
ordered. They were stacked up in out-of- 
the-way places, at alley entrances, and street 
corners, and in basement doorways, and sold 
one.by one to passers-by. Those who bought 
them this way generally carried them home 
on street cars, and many a car was seen 
leaving the down-town district with a small 
hedge of evergreen. showing over the rear 
platform. 

Christmas trees with nothing to dress 
them have not the power to inspire the 
younger generation with wonder which they 
possess when loaded with glittering tinsel, 
strings of popcorn and cranberries, and 
twinkling wax tapers. Accordingly the sale 
in all these commodities kept pace with the 
procession of evergreens that wended its 
way from the heart of the city toward every 
thoroughfare of homes. 


The counters and salesrooms of the stores | 


were unable to accommodate the crowds 
and an army of small merchants transacted 
business in the streets, if no better place 
could be found. 

To tempt the parents through the desires 
of their children was an easy way to open 
purses, and the fakers did this right and 
left. Tempting candies, piles of fruit and 
nuts, mechanical toys, and all sorts of small 
things that children love were abundant. 


South Water Street Scenes. 


In South Water street was a scene that 
could be paralleled nowhere éise. Here pro- 
ducers Of every State and clime had sent 
their products to help furnish the board at 
Chicago’s Christmas dinner, and here pro- 
cessions of teams and heavy wagons kept 
coming and going from early morning until 


late at night, carrying the good things from * 


the commission men to the retail markets, 
thence to find their way into the larders. 

Everything, two-legged or four-legged, 
that either walks or flies and can be eaten— 
not to mention things that swim and have 
no legs—was to be found here in abundance. 

The feathered tribes were represented by 
reed birds, quail, plover, partridges, prairie 
chickens, ducks, guinea hens, chickens, tur- 
keys, and geese. Of the four-footed kind 
there was everything from the squirrel with 
long tail and no horns to the deer with 
antlers and no tail. 

Barrels of hickory nuts, barrels of long, 
smooth ears of rice popcorn, barrels of ap- 


ples, barrels of cranberries, barrels of all,

United States and Spain, the necessity for 
which is admitted by both governments. 

The Spanish authorities, it can be stated, 
share the feeling strongly entertained by 
the United States that the present treaty has 
long outlived its usefulness. It was ratified 
and proclaimed in 1795, and bears every evi- 
dence of its antiquity. So far as Spain is 
concerned there is reason to believe it will 
welcome a new treaty asa means of securing 
changes which the present war has shown to 
be vital, but will insist on delaying o- 
treaty revision until Cuba -is pacified a 
large measure at least. 

The two main features which Spain feels 
the need of spesrangne by treaty are, first, 
the naturaliz&tion of Spaniards (including 
Cubans) after. brief residence in the United 
States; and, sétond, commercial relations

ATTRACTIVE VOLUME OF REMINIS-

“Authors and Friends” Brings the 
Reader Within the Home Cirele of 
Many Writers of the Last Genera- 
tion—Famous Men Seen Through a 
Sympathetic Woman’s Eyes—John 
Buchan’s Piscatorial VWerse—One 
Clear Note from an Sowa Peet. 


NE of the most 
charming books of 

the season, of a 
purely lfterary char- 
acter, is “Authors 
and Friends” 

(Houghton, Mifflin & 

Co.), by Mrs. Annie 
Fields. It is com- 
posed in part of 
sketches which had 
previously appeared 
in magazines, to- 
gether with some 

new matter express- 
ly prepared for this 
volume, The spe- 
clal charm of the work lies in the fact that 
the authors referred to in the title were 
friends of the writer through many years. 
Besides the advantages of intimate compan- 
lonship so full of pleasant recollections, she 
has had the rare opportunities of her late 
husband's long association with them in the 
capacity both of friend and publisher, for 
James T. Fields had the rare gift of attaching 
himself personally to his authors, and of 
making ‘“‘The Old Corner Book Store” a 
sort of home or club in a restricted sense for 
them. Mrs, Fields also had a rich store of 
letters, many of them hitherto unpublished, 
upon which to draw for her information. < 

The authors who pass in review in these 
pleasant and particularly womanly pages 
are Longfellow, Emerson, Holmes, Mrs. 
Stowe, Celia Thaxter, and Whittier, who 
were so long a part of the old corner gather- 
ing, and, across the water, Tennyson and 
Lady Tennyson,,in whose home Mrs. Fields 
was always a welcome guest. The market 
has been well stocked with biographies and 
sketches of these authors, and at first 
thought it would be said that the field had 
not only been reaped but gleaned so thor- 
oughly that little of interest could be gath- 
ered in it. It only needs a reading of these 
sketches to be convinced of the mistaken 
thought. While they add nothing to our 
knowledge of the main events of their lives 
and careers, they add much to our knowledge 
of their personalities. We get glimpses of 
them from the standpoint of intimate friend- 
ly association, drawn with womanly emo- 
tion but without exaggeration, with wom- 
anly enthusiasm but with rare discrimina- 
tion, and withal with a literary cultivation 
that fairly divides attention between the in- 
terest of, the subject and the grace of the 
style. The sketches are in no sense biogra- 
phies, but memories of a close: personal 
nature which are invested with a peculiar 
charm. ‘ 

Mrs. Fields brings her readers so near to 
her friends that one almost feels as if he, too, 
had known them. And in this lies the charm 
of the book. The reader is admitted as it 
were within the home circle and into associa- 
tion with the authors in their daily comings 
and goings, by the fireside, and in their mo- 
ments of leisure. The little things one likes 
to know of the personality of the authors, 
their daily walk and talk, their peculiarities 
and their unrestricted contact with each 
other and with friends are charmingly set 
forth and without once traversing the con- 
ventionalities or proprieties. These sketches, 
in fact, give us the writers, not on dress 
parade, but as individualities and everyday 
men and women, with that peculiar refine- 
ment, graciousness, and good taste which 
— always .characterized Mrs. Fields’ 
work.

PENSION MONEY THAT GOES ABROAD

In Some Parts of the World the Treas- 
ury Checks Are at a Premium. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—jSpecial.}— 
Foreign pensioners of Uncle Sam, number- 
ing 4,781, are paid through the agency at 
Washington $582,725 by checks on the United 
States Treasury. In some parts of the world 
these checks are at a premium, as they are 
understood to be payable in gold coin, if de- 
manded, and as such they pass at the rate 
of gold coin. 

Every three months these checks are 
mailed at the agency here to all parts of the 
world. When the war ended in 1865 the sol- 
diers scattered all over the earth, and now 
they draw pensions in Algiers, the South 
African republics, Switzerland, and the Ta- 
hiti, Portugal, Peru, Mexico, Mauritias, 
Beigium, Honduras, Finland, and Egypt. 

There are pensioners in sixty-two countries 
outside the United States, and with the ex- 
ception of Canada and Mexico postage must 
be paid on all checks and vouchers sent to 

ensioners in foreign lands. In Canada and 
Siexido, however, the government frank car- 
ries all the letters the same as in the United 
States. But to all other countries the for- 
eign postage is paid. In a recent German 
episdde it cost 15 cents to send the vouchers 
and instructions and 20 cents apiece to com- 
plete the payment. 

In this country if a letter is overweight the 
difference is only required, but in Germany 
a double rate is charged as penalty., All 
vouchers and checks are necessarily made 
out im English, as are usually instructions 
and papers. Sometimes, however, in deal- 
ing with German pensioners, the documents 
are made out.in the language of the country. 
There was a law passed some years ago to 
the effeet that when a pensioner went toa 
foreign country his pension should be stopped 
unless he swore he was only traveling abroad 
and had no intention of residing there perma- 
nently. For two years the/foreign pensions 
were held up, byt when the law was repealed 
and payments were resumed the veterans re- 
ceived the back pension in a lump. 


CONGRESSMEN DESERT WASHINGTON 


Cannon Goes Home to Look After His 


Senatorial Boom. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—The House 
of Representatives wore a deserted air to- 


day. Only half a dozen members were on 


the floor, those attending to their corre- 
spondence, and most of the committee rooms 
were closed. 

Speaker Reed left last night for Boston and 
will spend the vacation in that city and New 
York, engaged in private business. Chair- 
man Cannon of the Appropriations com- 
mittee has gone to Illinois to advance the 
interests of his Senatorial candidacy. Chair- 
man Dingley of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee is attending to correspondence re- 
lating to the hearings on the tariff bill, 
which will begin next Monday. 

The only work in progress about the House 
today was in the Appropriations committee, 
where a subcommittee was engaged in pre- 
paring the District of Columbia appropria- 
tion bill, which will be laid before the House 
when Congress again meets. 


DINGLEY IN FAVOR OF RECIPROCITY.

SION COMPLETES WORK. - 


Document to Be Made Public Teday 
and Will Be Considered by the Full 
Commission in Public Meetings 


to the Legislature by February— 
Mayor to Be Clothed with Extraor- 


dinary PevEare 


New York, Dec. 23,—({Special.]—The Draft 
committee of the Greater New York Com- 
mission held its final meeting at the Mayor’s 
office today. Secretary Pinney, tomorrow 


at his office. 

This document will be submitted for the 
consideration of the full commission at a 
meeting to be held on Jan. 2. Public hear- 
ings will then be held in the Aldermanic 
chamber from Jan. 4 to 16. It is expected to 
present the charter to the Legislature by 
Feb. 1. f. 

It is possible that in the draft.to be made 
public tomorrow some of the details relat- 
ing to finance and taxation will not be ready 
because the members are not unanimous in 
their conclusions on these matters, but the 
provisions as to tho fire, police, building, 
law, charity, educational, and legislative de- 
partments have been practically agreed 
vpon, and a complete draft of these is as- 
sured, 

The Mayor of Greater New York will: be 
clothed with extraordinary power. In many 
matters, especially in the appointment and 
removal of officials, his authority approach- 
es the autocratic, To override a veto a 
four-fifths vote of all the members of the 
legislative branch will be necessary. 

The Police Department is to be adminis- 
tered by a bi-partisan commission of four 
members, and it is on this proposition the 
Sreatest opposition is expected at the public 
hearings. 

Extraordinary powers will be vestediin the 
Chief of Police. 

The Fire Department will be managed by 
a single-headed commission, but the Com- 
missioner will have several deputies. 


TO INVESTIGATE RAID.ON SHERRY3S. 


Complaints Against Capt. Chapman 
Lead Commissioners to Act. . 

New York, Dec. 23.—{Special.]J—The hap- 
penings at the “stag racket” at Sherry’s 
Fifth avenue establishment Sunday morn- 
ing still occupy the attention of the police 
and society circles. Chief of Police Conlin 
will undoubtedly order a thorough investi- 
gation. It is understood that the statement 
Herbert B. Seeley, the host, made to Police 
Commissioner Parker has been regarded as 
a complaint against Police Captain Chap- 
man.

New York, Dec. 23.—{Special.]—Fresh dis- 
closures of inhuman treatment. of bogs in 
the Westchester Home for Destitute Chil- 
dren are being brought out in the investiga- 
tion of Supt. Pierce’s management. When 
the name of Joseph Edwards was brought up 
Pierce was willing to swear that the boy 
had never been chained.

The list of children so chained includes 
more than forty names. Some of these lads 
were in chains for six months, Mr. Pierce 
admitted, though he thought the average 
length of time was between three and six

for the benefit of her mother, Lucy F. Tilden. 

As the scheme cdntemplated by the testa- 
tor to establisa a library in this city has 
failed, the trustees are accountable for the 
whole of the residuary estate to the next 
of kin. The heirs are, the court states, en- 
titled to the remainder of the fund of $500,- 
000 left for the establishment of the Lebanon 
and Yonkers libraries.

Choate Men Dismayed at the Position 
of Mayor Strong. 

New York, Dec. 23.—[Special.]—Republic- 
an leaders of the movement to elect Josejh 
H. Choate United States Senator are safd 
to be dismayed at the posifion taken by 
Mayor Strong. They fear he has practicaliy 
declared for Thomas C. Platt by condemning 
the methods being used to boom Choate, and 
see in this a bid for the support of the Platt 
machine for the nomination for Mayor of 
Greater New York next year. Violent sur- 
prisé Was expressed by many of the gentle- 
mén who have thought Mayor Strong agi eed 
with them in matters of party policy, and 
who were instrumental in having him nom- 
inated as the Mayor in 1894 against the 
Tammany candidate. 

New Library Can Be Erected. 

The Board of Aldermen, after months of 
delay, finally adopted a report authorizing 
the building of the proposed public library 
on the site of the Bryant Park reservoir. 
This action was necessary to give effect to 
the Austin law, signed by Gov. Morton last 
May. Objection had been raiged by the 
Board of Fire Underwriters and others on 
the ground that the destruction of the res- 
ervoir would not give neighboring property 
adequate protection in,case of fire. This ob- 
stacle, however, had been overcome by the 
laying of new water mains along Fifth 
avenue. 

Monument Committee Wants $25,000. 

The Grant Monument committee has asked 
the city to appropriate $25,000 toward de- 
fraying the expenses of dedication. Mayor 
Strong thinks, in view of the elaborate 
arrangements to entertain the President of 
the United States, various representatives 
of foreign powers, the Governors of the

Shipload of Corn for India. 

At a meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Chureh a proposition was pre- 
sented from the Rev. R. G. Hobbs of Jack- 
sonville, Il., suggesting that a shipload of 
corn céuld be readily raised in that State for 
the relief of starving people in India, and 
desired the Board of Managers to take 
measures for carrying out the plan. The 
Board of Managers indorsed the plan. 


Dr. Charles Butler Is Dying. 

Dr. Charles Butler, President of the cor- 
porations of the Union Theological Seminary 
and the University of the City of New York, 
is dangerously ill with pneumonia at his 
home, No. 78 Park avenue.

JOINT POWERS LIKELY TO TAKE 
«© DECISIVE ACTION. 


Russian Black Sea Fleet Is Expected 

te Appear in the Bosphorus, Where 

_It Will Be Joined by the Squadrons 

ef Other Powers—The Marquis of 

Salisbury Communicates the Views 

. of the British Government on Rus- 
sia’s Proposals for Intervention. 


London, Dec. 23.—As frequently announced 
from various capitals since the visit of the 
Czar to the Queen at Balmoral, in September 
last, the powers have finally become con- 
vinced that the Sultan’s promises amount 
to nothing and they are determined to begin 
a policy of coercion. All information points 
to-the accuracy of the news received today 
from Constantinople and cabled to the As- 
sociated Press. The Marquis of Salisbury 
on Monday last summoned the Ambassa- 
dors to the Foreign Office and communi- 
cated to them the views of the British Gov- 
ernment on the definite proposals of Russia 
for joint intervention in order that each 
Ambassador might communicate them to 
his government and thus enable the repre- 
sentatives of powers at Constantinople to 
be properly instructed. 

There is reason to believe that unless the 
Sultan within the next ten days shows a 
deference, of which at present he is little 
suspected very decisive steps will be under- 
taken in the name of the joint powers. 

In this connection the Novoe Vremya of 
St. Petersburg says it is probable within a 
few days the Russian Black Sea fleet will 
appear.in the Bosporus, where it will be 
joined by the squadrons of the other powers 
from the Dardanelles. 

A Constantinople dispatch to the Chroni- 
cle says the Sultan invited the Armenian 
Patriarch, Mgr. Ormanian, to sign a 
document admitting the Armenians were 
solely responsible for the recent troubles, 
thanking the Sultan for his clemency, de- 
claring on behalf of the Armenians that they 
are completely satisfied with the reforms 
instituted, and that they are not desirous 
of foreign interference. The Chronicle's 
correspondent says: 

“ The Patriarch refused to sign this state- 
ment and quitted the Patriarchate and sent 
his resignation to the Porte. It has not yet 
been accepted.”’ 

Constantinople, . 23.—All the Ambas-, 
sadors have now received instructions to 
concert proposals with the view of improv- 
ing the situation in the Ottoman Empire. 
The proposals, before being submitted tothe 
Sultan, will be referred to their respective 
governments. All the powers, including 
Russia, as repeatedly announced during the 
last few months, have agreed in principle to 
the expediency of employing coercion should 
the Sultan be recalcitrant. ‘The form of 
coercion to be employed will not be de- 
termined upon until an emergency arises. 


STANBULOF?’S ASSASSINS ON TRIAL. 


Ex-Prefect of Police Implicates Boni 
Georgief® in His Testimony. 

Sofia, Dec. 23.--The trial of the assassins of 
ex-Premier Stambuloff was continued to- 
day, and is proceeding slowly. Mme. Stam- 
buloff was not present this morning. 

A newspaper draws attention to the fact 
that Mme. Stambuloff has her late husband's 
hands (which were so terribly mutilated by 
the knives of his murderers that they had to 
be amputated previous to his death) pre- 
served in the room in which he died. They 
are crossed like a pair of fencing gloves un- 
der a glass case, above which hangs a pho- 
tograph of the mutilated body. 

Zaczherieff, who was said in the letter writ- 
ten by the late M. Stambuloff some three 
months previous to his death to have in- 
formed M. Stawkoff, at the latter's houseon 
March 15, 1885, that Matsechewitsch and 
Fuffektschieff had formed a band of ten to 
fifteen men who would under any circum- 
stances murder M. Stambuloff, was on the 
stand today. He denied having made the 
statement mentioned to M. Stawkolf. 

The ex-Prefect of Police deposed that 
shortly after the revolver was fired, with 
the aileged object of warning the waiting 
assassins of the approach of M. Stambuloff, 
he passed Boni Georgieff, one of the prison- 
ers, a native of the Dobrutcha, and a former 
servant of the late Maj. Panitza, who was 
shot at Sofia for conspiracy against the gov- 
ernment in 1800. Georgieff, the ex-Prefect 
added, was driving rapidly in a direction op- 
posite to the scene of the murder. 

Later the ex-Prefect of Police deposed that 
Naum Tuffektschieff, another of the prison- 
ers, and an employé of the Building Depart- 
ment of the Ministry of Public Works here, 
was at home at the time of the murder. 

Tuffektschieff is a brother of- Dimitri 
Tuffektschieff, who died in prison as the re- 
sult of tortures, it is claimed, infilcted by 
order of the late M. Stambuloff. 


ON THE POPE, 


CARDINALS CALL 


Joined by Prelates, They Tender Him 
the Season’s Greetings. 

Rome, Dec. 23.—The Pope received in 
solemn audience today the Cardinals and 
prelates, who tendered him the season's 
greetings. The reception took place in the 
throne-room. His Holiness appearcd to be 
in excellent health and in a clear voice re- 
plied to the usual protests against the po- 
sition of the Holy See. He asked what was 
the use of laws for the safeguard and 
dignity of the Pope when even his charitable 
and disinterested idea of consoling the 
Italian prisoners in Abyssinia had been made 
a public target for outrage and valumny. 


EARL RUSSELL’S RESIDENCE BURNS. 


Thought to Be the Work of Incendi- 
aries and Enemies. 

London, Dec. 23.—Earl Russell’s Riverside 
residence at Maidenhead on the Thames was 
partially destroyed by fire early this morn- 
ing. It is rumored the fire was of incen- 
diary origin. Sinee the trial of the Earl's 
suit against his mother-in-law, Lady Selina 
Scott, and three male defendants, one of 
whom, Kast, died recently in jail, his Lord- 
ship has been the recipient of several threat- 
ening letters. 


CONSUL-GENERAL KELLETT HURT. 
He Is Attacked by Siamese Soldiers 
While Defending a Clerk. 
Bangkok, Dec. 23.—A number of Siamese 
soldiers attacked and wounded Mr. Kellett, 
United States Consul-General here. They 
demanded the release of a consular clerk 
who, they alleged, had been unjustly ar- 
rested. Mr. Barrett, the United States Min- 
ister, protested. The Siamese Government, 
pursuing dilatory tactics, promises to make 

an inquiry into the incident. 


BOTH CONTESTANTS IN THE HOSPITAL 


Duel with Pistols HResults in Two 
Serious Wounds. 

Stuttgart, Dec. 23.—In a duel with pistols 
fought near here today between Baron von 
Wangerheim, Secretary of the German Le- 
gation at Copenhagen, and Lieut. Count von 
Gyllenband, the former was wounded in the 
kidneys and the later in theabdomen. Both 
combatants were taken to the hospital. 


NO REPRESENTATIVE AT LONDON. 


France May Conclude to Have No Am- 
bassador at the Court of St. James. 
Paris, Dec. 23.—The Figaro today intimates 
that owing to the difficulties between France 
and Great Britain in regard to Egypt and 
Turkey the post, of Baron de. Courcel, as 
French Ambassador to the court of St. 
James, may be left vacant for awhile. 


Sanction for a Chinese Railway. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 23.—An imperiai ordl- 
nance has been issued to sanction a new 
Eastern Chinese railway company, with a 
capital of 5,000,000 rubles ($3,550,000) to 
construct and work a railway from the 
western frontier of Hei-Lung-Chiang to the 
eastern frontier of Kirin in Manchuria, to 
connect With branches of the Siberian rail- 
way. It is provided the holders of shares 
must be Russian or Chinese.

A tle-up of the road at this time will cause 
widespread discomfort to not only city resi- 
dents, but to gsuburbanites for miles around, 
greater discomfort than ordinarily, owing to 
the enormous patronage of the surface lines 
by holiday shoppers. 

The trouble between the-corporation and 
the men has been brewing for some time. 
The men say the officers have been crow4d- 
ing them, overworking them, and also lay- 
ing them off and discharging them without 
sufficient cause, ' 

The union officials prepared an agreement. 
Of its treatment a union official says: 

* On eponre | this new agreement to 
President Little he referred the Conference 
committee which had charge of the matter 
for the union to Supt. Rugg with the state- 
ment that the latter official had full power to 
adjust matters. 

Two conferences were held between Supt. 
Rugg and the committee. They reported 
to the. joint unions that practically all the 
things asked of the management had been 
conceded excepting a request for $2.50 a day, 
an increase of 25 aents on the wages of the 
present time. Owing to this demand being 
the only obstacle to the completion of the 
agreement, the union voted to leave the 


' Wages as they were, viz.: $2.25a day. This 


action of the union was conyeyed to Supt. 
Rugg by letter. The latter replied a few days 
later saying that he did not have the power 
to sign the agreement and referred the com- 
mittee to President Little, and no reply was 
received from him.

HIS STORY SLIGHTLY INTERRUPTED. 


Incident of a Reporter's Visit toa Fire 
Engine House. 

New York Sun: A reporter who had sought 
at a fire engine house information on a 
point concerning which the driver could best 
inform him, stood talking with the driver 
by. the stall of one of the horses. The horse 
was secured by a tie-strap, commonly used 
in the department. One end of the tie-strap 
is made fast by a staple driven into the side 
of the stall, while the other end is passed 
through the throatlatch of the horse’s bridle, 
and held on a pin that rises in a little recess 
in the side of the stall. 

By means of a simple mechanical contriv- 
ance the pin is pulled out at the first stroke 
of the gong, when an alarm is sounded, the 
tie-strap !s released, and the horse is set free. 
As the driver and the reporter talked, the 
horse, in a friendly sort of way, bent his 
head down toward the driver. 

Suddenly an alarm was sounded and the 

horse was transformed, and likewise the 
driver. The horse’s head went up and he 
was alert in every fibre. At the first stroke 
the pin had dropped and the horse was free. 
With a single bound he cleared the stall 
and made for his place by the engine, with 
the driver beside him. 
The two other horses of the team—this 
was a three-horse team—were clattering 
forward at the same moment. At the front 
of the house men were sliding down poles 
like lightning. 

There were a few sharp, quick, snapping 

sounds, as the men already there snapped 
the collars together around the horse’s 
necks, and over it all the booming of the 
gong. 
In all the newer fire houses of the city the 
stalls of the horses are placed as nearly as 
possible abreast of the engine, so that the 
horses shall have the shortest possible dis- 
tance to‘go. In some of the older houses in 
which there is less room, the stalls are at 
the rear. That is where they were in this 
house. 

Surprised a little, the reporter had lost a 
second or two in getting to thefront. When 
he got there he saw the driver in his seat, 
holding the lines over the team, ready to 
drive out, and waiting only for the last stroke 
on the gong. 

All fire teams are hooked up on every 
alarm; on first alarm they go out only to fires 
within their own district. This alarm was 
for a fire outside of the district. Unhooked, 
the horses trotted back to.their stalls: de- 
scending from his seat the driver took up 
the interrupted conversation just as if noth- 
ing had happened.

Dec. 31, 1895, signed by the President and 
directors, replying to mine of Nov. 3, 1895, 
calling attention to the loans carried in vio- 
lation of Sec. 5,200, U. 8. R. S., it was prom- 
ised that such loans would be reduced to the 
lawful limits as soon as possible. It was 
stated in the communication from you as 
follows: j 

“*" We admit that loans to so large an 
amount as we have at present upon the 
bonds of the Calumet Electric Street rail- 
way company are not desirable. Thesé loans 
came upon us during the panic of 18938 from 
different sources.”’ 

“* At that date the loans to this company 
amounted to $1,170,900, but in the face of all 
this and the admitted weakness of the as- 
sets, the loans to this company have been 
increased to the disastrously large amount 
of $1,424,900. A thoroughly careful investi- 
gation made by the examiner of this loan 
shows that on this account the loss will in- 
evitably be great, and thet the longer it is 
carried the less hopeful will be the result. 

““TIt further appears that the loan to 
Angus & Gindele and’ the Security Deposit 
company of $257,310.88 is of a thoroughly 
doubtful character, and it {s thought that at 
least one-half of the same will be a loss, as 
the makers are in very poor credit. 


Practical Guaranty of Trades. 


“*Theloan to the Weare Commission com- 
pany of $414,000 is on practically single name 
paper, advanced to form of margin certifi- 
cates to protect sales on the Board of Trade 
and amounts to the bank’s guaranty of 
the trades of this company. and this business 
cannot be considered as safe. 

“*The loan to the Chicago Railway 
Terminal Elevator company of $277,165. se- 
cured by the bonds of the company, has been 
carried for a long time. The bonds are not 
salable on the market and you will please 
inform me what prospect there is for re- 
ducing this debt to the proper limit, or better 
still, for collecting the amount In full. 

“* The loan to Farson, Leach & Co., and 
F. F. Sherr of $198,500, secured by stocks, 
bonds, and warrants of a generally unmar- 
ketable character should be reduced to the 
lawful! limit and better security obtained. 

“* The loans to J. V. Farwell & Co.. the 
Tilinois Stee) company, and to Siegel, Cooper 
& Co., are criticized only because they are 
excessive. 


Hits the Sons-in-Law Loana. 


“* A dangerous factor in the condition of 
your bank, and not less a subject of just 
and severe criticism of the management of 
the bank than the loan to the Calumet Elec- 
tric Street railway company. is the excessive 
loan to the American Brewing, Malting. and 
Elevator company. George A. Weiss Malt- 
ing and Elevator company, and George 
Weiss of $463,316.22, as well as the loan 
of E. S. Dreyer & Co. of $434,042.63. 

““*The present shotwwing of these firms is 
that they are in a condition which makes 
their solvency a matter of grave doubt. The 
close family relations of the President with 
a member in each of there firms are euch 
as to warrant me in calling attention to the 
fact, while recognizing the rights of directors 
and officers to borrow within the limitations 
of law and safety, the Controller must insist 
most rigidly that those connections with the 
bank in a fiduciary relation shall not avail 
themselves of the easy opportunity thus af- 
forded to borrow beyond the limit, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, the funds intrusted to 
their keeping in order to carry enterprises 
outside of the banks with which they are 
connected. 

**Tt ought to be the rule of your bank 
that every loan of this character be made 
upon its ewn mefit, and that, in view of the 
seandal attaching In case of a failure be- 
cause of such loans, more and better security 
should be demanded of the borrowers than 
if made to a stranger. 


Too Much Risk for Delay. 


“* The continued experience of this office 
is that such loans in many instances result 
disastrously to all concerned, and therefore 
the danger attending upon such a course 
ought not to be risked, and I must insist 
that this condition of affairs be remedied 
with the least possible delay. 

"+ The following losses have either been 
sustained by your bank or are probable— 
viz. : :

** By adding to these losses the shrinkage 
estimated on excessive loans and other as- 
sets it is evident that the entire surplus and 
undivided profits of your bank will be con- 
sumed, and probably much more, thus re- 
ducing it to a point where extreme measures 
are required at your hands, 


Menace the Bank’s Safety. 


“*Tt is also noted.that your average re- 
serve, although it had been sufficient for 
thirty years preceding the examination, had 
as a rule been deficient for the six weeks 
prior to Noy. 1, 1896. In order to strengthen 
your reserve wheflever required, you have 
been compelled to force the payment of 
good commercial paper and decline advance 
to other good accounts. This state of affairs 
could only grow out of the making of ex- 
cessive loans referred to, and which now 
menace the bank’s safety. 

“*It cannot but impress itself upon you 
that the affairs of the National Bank of 
Iilinois have reached a point where a radical 
change must be at once made, if it is to con- 
tinue in the good standing it has heretofore 
enjoyed. A review of the character of the 
loans critioised demonstrates that ordinary 
prudence has not been exercised in the mak- 
ing of them or regard had for the repayment 
of the money advanced. 


Styles the Management Ineflicient. 


“*The management has certainly been 
inefficient, for no set of circumstances, no 
matter how adverse, could have wrought 
the conditions which are patent. If the di- 
rectory have given that attention which is 
Gue from them, and have allowed these 
things to be done, they must also be account- 
ed at fault, and if they have not attended to 
the bank’s affairs blame must attach to 
them for such neglect. I regret exceedingly 
to feel compelled to so write, but I am con- 
strained to say that the business of the bank 
has extended to such a line of danger that 
nothing but the mbst discreet and coura- 
geous action upon the part of the managing 
officers and directors can avail, if it Is to be 
a safe or prosperous institution. 

“*Thne excessive loans must be reduced 
without delay, and the legal reserve required 
maintained at all times, for unless this is 
done any sudden demand upon the bank 
might prove disastrous to all concerned. 

“*It is strongly suggested that the wise 
thing on the part of those charged with the 
management of the bank Is to at once clean 
up the character of its assets by charging off 
the bad paper accumulated and accepting the 
loss entailed. 


Postponement Invites Danger. 


“*The postponement of such a course will 
only subject officers and directors toa great- 
er degree of criticism on the part of the 
shareholders who have intrusted them with 
control In order that I may be fully in- 
formed as to the condition of your bank and 
as to the success with which your efforts to 
better its condition meet, I desire you to for- 
ward a special of condition for this date, 
verified and attested, as required by Sec. 
5,211, United States R. S., and to continue 
sending such a report every two weeks unt!]! 
otherwise advised. These reports are not 
to be published, but are simply to be sent to 
this office, and blanks for this purpose are 
herewith tnclosed. 

‘“* The directors will please unite in mak- 
ing a prompt reply to this letter over their 
individual signatures, and in such reply they 
will state fully what determination has been 
reached in the matters criticised

Efforts to Save the Bank. 


“It has also been stated in some quarters 
that efforts should have been made to save 
the bank from falling. Every legitimate 
effort possible was made. Before it closed 
the directors, as officers, as seen by the let- 
ter of Dec. 14, were fully informed and tn- 
structed to take immediate steps. The at- 
tention of the clearing house committee was 
properly called to the bank’s condition, and 
I am fully of the opimion that the course pur- 
sued by them was not only justified by the 
facts, but was a wise, safe, and proper thing 
to be done. It ts to be remembered that a 
clearing house association is made of the 
banks of a city united for self-protection, 
and the protection of depositors and cred- 
ftors of banks as well as the shareholders. 
When a bank enters a clearing house associ- 
ation its officers and directors are not only 
bound to conduct it in such a way as to pre 
vent loss and scandal to its own sharehold- 
ers and creditors, but also to the banks with 
which it is associated. 


Severe Treatment Is Warranted. 


“Tf in violation of such @uties and 
obligations the officers and directors of a 
bank permit the bank to reach a point where 
it is a danger to itself and a danger to others, 
the most severe treatment ought to be meted 
to it. The fact that it is a large bank and 
heretofore has had the confidence of the 
public and has had a high standing only 
makes it more incumbent upon those who 
are associated with it to make of it an exam- 
ple so that others of equal or less importance 
may be deterred from committing similar 
offenses against good banking and the prop- 
erty rights of those intrusting banks. 

“T regret that such condition has de- 
veloped in any bank In the system and that 
any clearing house system has called upon 
such drastic measures, but in the end it will

HISTORY OF WEISS’ ENTERPRISES. 


It Is Interwoven with That of National 4 


Bank of Illinois. ‘ 

The value of the claim of the National 
Bank of Illinois against the American Brew- 
ing and Malting company and the Weiss 
Malting and Elevating company, of which 
Son-in-Law Weiss was the directing head, 
was variously estimated yesterday. 

The funds for these enterprises have been 
provided by several prominent citizens, who 
were drawn into the enterprise by the high 


standing and positive assurances of Presi- | 


dent Schneider that it was a safe investment. 
If the loan of the bank is gone with the rest, 
not less than $1,300,000 has been lost during 
the last seveh years. ' 

Weiss had been in the malting business for 
several years, ,»when in 1389 he decided to 
branch out into an extensive brewing com- 
pany. The American Brewing. Malting and 
Elevating company was organized, with a 
capital stock of $800,000. The plant of the 
old malting concern was turned in for $575,- 
000, which valuation is said by the people 
who put their good monéy against it to have 
been excessive. Bonds were issued for $500,- 
000 more. 


How Loans Were Worked. 


At the same time the American Brewing 
company and the George A. Weiss Malting 
and Elevating company Were organized as 
allied concerns. Their capital stock was 
placed in the hands of Weiss as trustee, di- 
rectors in the main company holding one 
share each. Weiss elected the same officers 
in each as in the main company, and all 
three were practically one, but when it came 
to borrowing money from the bank of the 
father-in-law the three became distinct, and 
sometimes when the loans at the bank be- 
came annoying, which was about the time 
the bank examiner was expected, Weiss 
added himself personally to the trio—and 
then there were four. 

The allied companies lost money, first on 
account of the great war in beer and then 
by reason of the investments of Weiss, who 
was branching out into all kinds of side 
speculations, which were in his name per- 
sonally if they were successful, but were 
undertaken for the company if they resulted 
in loss. 

One down-town venture in a bad lease cost 

000 


At the timé of the panic the allied con- 
cerns owed the National Bank of Illinois 
about $300,000. They were then insolvent, 
and would have gone to the wall had it not 
been for the aid extended by the bank. 

President Schneider held $200,000 and Weiss 
$350,000 of the capital stock, and the bank 
was called on to carry the enterprise. Div- 
idends, which had been 10 per cent for two 
years, had long since ceased. Outside stock- 
holders now believe the dividends were never 
earned, but were paid out of the loans from 
the bank. 

Lambert Tree a Loser. 

Last September Lambert Tree and other 
outside stockholders in the brewing com- 
pany became greatly dissatisfied, and were 
on the point of asking for a receiver to wind 
up its affairs. They were deterred by the 
excitement of election time, and the matter 
was put off for the time. Even if the bank 
had not collapsed, the company would have 
been brought into court before the end of the 
year by the outside stockholders. Their 
source of complaint was the manner in 
which the affairs were being operated by 
Weiss, who continued to draw a salary of 
20,000 per year from his corporations. 

The loans from the bank grew from $300,- 
000 in 1893 to about $500,000 when the bank 
failed. The officers and some of the stock- 
holders were aware of the unwieldly loans 
being carried. 

In the loans to the brewing company, it is 
claimed Mr. Schneider was simply loaning 
money to himself, and was violating his 
duty to the depositors and stockholders of 
the institution. 

After the bonds aggregating $500,000 are 
satisfied the value of the bank’s claim be- 
comes problematical. The plant of the com- 
pany is a new one, and contains the most 
modern machinery. If it could be sold at ita 
actual cost there would be fair margin for 
unsecured creditors, but such a sale will be 
difficult. The stockholders who were at- 
tracted into the project have long ago ceased 
to expect anything. 

In all about $1,300,000 has been swallowed 
up. 


ROSELAND BANK TO REOPEN TODAY. 
Receiver Discharged and the Owner 
in Shape to Conduct Business. 


The receiver appointed by the Circuit 
Court on Monday afternoon for the Roseland 
bank, which was operated by Frederick 
Wiersema, was discharged yesterday by 
Judge Hanecy upon the showing made to the 
court that the bank was solvent. The suit 
in which the receiver was appointed was also 
dismissed, and the doors of the bank will be 
open this morning ready for the resumption 
of business. 

Mr. Wiersema has raised sufficient funds, 
so his lawyers say, to meet all his obliga- 
tions, and has made arrangements to clear 
through the Chicago National Bank in place 
of the National Bank of Illinois. 

The report of the receiver showed that Mr. 
Wiersema has assets amounting to $83,000 
and liabilities of $51,600. The cause of the 
appointment of a receiver for the Roseland 
Bank was ascribed to the fact that it had a 
large deposit with the Nationa) Bank of II- 
linois, and the receivership proceeding was 
deemed advisable to protect its assets. 


DREYER AND BERGER GIVE BONDS. 


Im the Kennedy Case They Agree to 
Appear Before Justice Hall Jan. 2. 


E. 8S. Dreyer and Bernard Berger, against 
whom warrants were sworn out by Frank 
Kennedy on Tuesday on the charge of em- 
bezzlement, appeared voluntarily before Jus- 
tice Hall yesterday afternoon and gave a 
bond of $500, signed by C. H. Wacker, for 
their appearance on Jan. 2, at 1 o’clock p. m. 

In the morning a consultation was held be- 
tween Lackner and Butts, the attorneys of 
Berger, and Levy Mayer and Adolf Kraus, 
attorneys for Dreyer. It was agreed that 
their clients should surrender themselves 
and give bond for'their appearance. 

At 1 o’clock, accompanied by Mr. Kraus 
and Mr. Lackner, and C. H.: Wacker, who 
had volunteered to go on their bond, Dreyer 
and Berger appeared before the justice. 
Without the waste of time the required bond 
was given. 

Levy Mayer gave out the following state- 
ment concerning the affairs of Dreyer & 
Berger, a8 well as the National Bank of 
Illinois, of which he is attorney: 

* —.°8. Dreyer & Co. cleared through the 
National Bank of Illinois. At the close of 
business on Saturday afteroon there was not 
the slightest doubt entertained by the firm, 
or even the shadow of a suggestion, that they 
would not go on as usual on Monday morn- 
ing. The end of the National Bank of IIli- 
nois was as sudden as it was amazing and, as 
one of its counsel, I had not the slightest 
intimation that there was a suspicion against 
the bank Until late Saturday night. Not 
until on Sunday at midnight was it deter- 
mined that the Clearing-House would not 
back it, even though the Cleartng-House 
was willing to advance 75 per cent on claims.” 
This would indicate the security offered con- 
tained sufficient margin in the opinion of 
Clearing-House to pay practically in 
full. 

* Dreyer & Co. did not know until on Sun- 
day that their clearing bank was in dancer. 
They then took steps which resulted in the 
receivership. They gave no preferences. 
The great agitation at present has made 
some men precipitate and hasty In their 
criticism, action, and advice. 

“What I have said applies somewhat to 
the affairs of the National Bank of Illinois. 
The causes of and the responsibilities for 
its situation and condition will no doubt be 
placed before the public in due time, and 
until then people should avoid formulating a ‘ 
one-sided conclusion upon only a half-told 
story and even that not always accurately 
stated.”’ 

There were many tnquiries yesterday at 
the doors of the suspended banks by tnter- 
ested parties regarding the time when any 
part of the deposits would be paid. There 
were some who said they h special de- 
posits there and were anxious to learn 
whether they would have any difficulty in 
securing them. They were generally re- 
ferred to the Security and Title Trust com- 
ange whose offices were thronged all day 

y anxious inquirers. 

It was stated that the office of Wasmans- 
dorff & Heinemann would be opened today to 
those who had special claims for the purpose 
giving them an opportunity of proving 
them. 

Early in the morning Frank M. Boughey, 
a chartered accountant, was put in pos- 
session of theoffice of Dreyer & Co., and, with 
three assistants, entered upon a thorough 


examination of the affairs of that firm. 


RACE TO BUY THE CALUMET ROAD.’ 


Features of the Big Deal That Failed 
and Closed the Illinois National. 
There has been a good deal of speculation 
as to the source of the offer made to the 
National Bank of Illinois for the securities 


| of the Calumet Electric Street railway. It is 


known. two directors of the bank were at 
work for two months previous to the failure 
attempting to dispose of these securities, 
either here or in New York. An agreement 
practically had been reached, under which 
the securities woul? be bought from the 
bank, but there was @ delay and the delay 
ended in the failure of the institution. 

City railway officials have been prompt in 
denying a desire to obtain the Calumet Elec- 
tric for the City railway company. It is 
given on the authority of a director of the 
National Bank of Illinois that the City rail- 
Way was figuring on the purchase of the 
property to make it a part of the South Side 
system. These negotiations were carried on 

company by one of 
It was ex-Judge 
on the negotia- 


The General Electric railway also wanted 
the Calumet and the bank clals and the 
officers of the Love Traction company were 
in negoitations for some time. 

President and General Maneger Albert G. 
Wheeler of the Love Traction company caine 
to Chicago to look over the ground with a 
view to the purchase of the securities held 
by the bank, which would have carried with 
it the ownership of the property. The thing 
which kept this deal from going through 
was, as much as ng else, the remaining 
doubt as to the ability of the company to 
bulld under ite franchise. 

The Englewood and Chicago people were 
also figuring on securing the property and 


‘the South Chicago City railway, which is 


parallel to the lines of the Calumet, also de- 
sired the consolidation of the two interests. 
The negotiations with the City railway were 
being carried on on a basis of more than 
$2,000,000 for the property. Just what the 
figure was the director of the bank refused 
to state. 

The statement has been made on good au- 
thority that in all the dealings in Calumet 
securities between the National Bank of 
Illinois and Farsor, Leach & Co. the latter 
acted merely as agent for the bank. This is 
supposed to be the reason for the statements 
made by John Farson that the failure of the 
bank would not affect his firm, nor result 
in a receivership for the Calumet Electric. 
Two of the directors of the bank who weré 
seen yesterday, but who were not willing to 
discuss the affairs of the institution, if their 


names were to be used, denied the story of 


the connection of Farson, Leach & Co. with 
the road. Both asserted the name of Far- 
son, Leach & Co. was on the paper held by 
the bank and that the stock was deposited 
as collateral on this paper. Both directors 
had to admit, however, that personally they 
never had seen she paper, and their knowi- 
edge of the transaction had been gained from 
the -) gesas “agra of Vice-President W. A. Ham- 
mond. 

Another official of the bank, who has been 
authority for the statement that Farson, 
Leach & Co. were acting for the bank, reit- 
erated his statement yesterday and said the 
only paper Farson, Leach & Co. had in the 
bank was in connection with ordinary loans 
on agg bonds, in which the security was 
ample. : 


HAMMOND MAY BE DISCIPLINED. 


Board of Trade Members Discuss the 
Banker’s Singular Methods. 

Banking methods as exemplified by Will- 
fam A. Hammond do not find favor on the 
Board of Trade. The feeling on the floor 
yesterday was that the troubles of the Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois were due to the Second 
Vice-President. . 

Mr. Hammond is a member of the Board 
of Trade. Considerable sentiment was de- 
veloped yesterday in favor of disciplining 
him for **uncommercial conduct.” Half a 
dozen of the directors admitted they had been 
approached with reference to the possibility 
or advisability of such action. Noneof them 
was willing to discuss the matter in any 
shape. Such conduct was considered to be 
premature. 

There will be no regular meeting of di- 
rectors until next Tuesday. By that time 
a decision may be reached to take action. 

It is a case of putting up margins in the 
Clearing-House by 11 o’clock each morning 
with Board of Trade operators, and they are 
intolerant of the methods of finance ex- 
hibited by Hammond. 

Three of the officers of the National Bank 
of Illinois hold memberships in the board. 
One is in the name of the President and an- 
other in the name of the cashier. 

Just at the close of ‘Change yesterday 
President W. T. Baker said the movement 
to discipline Mr. Hammond had not taken 
anything like definite shape, He had just 
heard of it. 


HESING PAYS $9,000 IN ORDERS. 


TT 
Postoffice Claims Deposited with Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois Honored. 

A number of customers of the National 
Bank of Illinois have made an effort to stop 
payment of Postoffice money orders depos- 
ited with the institution for collection on 
Saturday last. Postmaster Hesing withheld 
the payment of the entire amount submitted 
by the bank to the Clearing-House on Mon- 
day, and consulted with the authorities at 
Washington. They decided that a payes can- 
not stop the payment of a money order under 
such circumstances. Only the payer of a 
money order, it was held, could stop per- 
eraptorily its payment. The money orders, 
amounting to $9,000, were paid by the Post- 
office.- 


CALUMET ROAD ASKS AN INJUNCTION 
Declares the County Treasury Is Try- 
ing to Collect 85,2386 Illegally. 
Application was made in the Circuit Court 
yesterday for an injunction to restrain the 
County Treasurer from collecting $5,386, the 
amount now standing upon the books of 
the county as due from the Calumet Electric 
Street railway company for taxes of 1896. 
The court is told that the company has 
paid $1,527 on account of its tax bill, but 
says the County Treasurer claims a balance 
of $5,386 to be due. This, the complainant 
asserts, is not due, owing to the alleged 

illegal manner in which it was assessed. 


MONON EMPLOYES WILL NOT LOSE. 
Judge Woods Declares Illinois Na- 
tional’s Failure Won’t Affect Them. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 23.—[Special.] 
~The new Monon railroad company 
has $60,000 in the National Bank 
of Illinois, which failed at Chicago 
on Monday. The regular pay-day on that 
road is the 28th of the month, the payments 
being made by checks through local agents. 
There has been some’uneasiness among 
the men, who fear that they may lose their 
month’s wages, or have to take a reduction. 
“There is no need of the employés of the 
road being uneasy or disposing of their 
claims,’ said Judge Woods of the United 
States Court today. ‘“‘ This court will see 
that the men are paid in full, even if it is 
necessary to issue receiver’s certificates to 
do so. The men will not lose a five-cent

REPORTS OF RACE WAR IN KENTUCKY. 


Rumors of a Negro Uprising Cause 
Alarm Among the Whites—Three 
Colored Men Killed Thus Far. 


Mayfield, Ky., Dec. 23.—Reports of negroes 
organizing to take indiscriminate vengeance 
on the whites for the killing of Jim Stone by 
Whitecappers are causing alarm. While the 
reports in many cases are somewhat vague, 
belief that they have some real foundation 
is shown by the fact that before Stone was 
killed he and other negroes were unusually 
insolent toward white people, that they were 
armed, and omitted no oceasion to provoke 
quarrels with unarmed whites. It was Jim 
Stone’s conspicuous leadership in this sort 
of behavior that caused his taking off by 
mob violence.

Was a Notable Figure in the Lower 
House, Where He Served for Six- 
teem Years—A Native of Kentucky, 
He Went to Missouri and Began His 
Political Career Early—Was an Offi- 
cer tm Confederate Army and As- 
sistant Commissioner of Exchange. 


Hannibal, Mo., Deo. —Ex-Congressman 
W. H. Hatch died at 9 o’clock tonight of a

He was stricken early in the week, and 
since Monday his case has been considered 
hopeless. 


William Henry Hatch, often called “ Farm- 
er Hatch, wus a notable figure in Congress 
for over a dozen years. 

He was born in Scott County, Kentucky, 
Sept. 11, 1883, and was educated-at Lexing- 
ton, Ky. He was admitted to the har in 
September, 1854, and, removing to Missouri, 
was elected Circuit Attorney of the Six- 
teenth Judicial Circuit in 1868, being re- 
eiected to the same is November, 1860. 

He served in the Confederate Army, being 
commissioned Captain and Assistant Adju- 
tant-General in December, 1862, andin March, 
1863, was assigned to duty as Assistant Com- 
missioner of Exchange under the cartel. He 
continued in the latter position to the end of 
the war. 

He was elected to the Forty-sixth, Forty- 
seventh, Forty-eighth, Forty-ninth, Fiftieth, 
Fifty-first, Fifty-second, and Fifty-third 
Congresses as a Democrat. 

Two years ago Mr. Hatch was defeated in 
the great Republican landslide, by Charles 
N. Clark of Hannibal, reveiving 15,357 votes 
to his Republican opponent's 15,786. 

He was an advocate of the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1.

NO CHANCE FOR QUAIL IN TEXAS. 


Netters of Bob White Exterminating 
This Valuable Game Bird. 

San Antonio Daily Express: Waco, Tex., 
Oct. 2.—-The game protectionists have been 
startled lately by the unprecedented netting 
of quail. It is being marketed in and out 
of the State alive in coops at $1 per dozen to 
an extent never before observed in the State. 
The gunners who observe the law report that 
Hill, Bosque, and the northern portion of 
McLennan County have already contributed 
thousands of dozen to the market hunters, 
and it has been estimated that since the Ist 
inst. $10,000 has been realized by the netters 
and trappers in the three counties named. 

At the headquarters of the Game Pro- 
tective Association in Waco a great many 
gunners gathered today and reported that 
their guns and dogs were idle for lack of 
birds to shoot. They went out last week 
with-their best dogs, and after going >ver 
many miles of russet fields, returned brier 
scratched with empty bags to report t 
the netters and trappers had been there be- 
fore them, and there was not one covcy left 
in 50,000 acres of territory. 

Secretary rner Hubby of the Game Pro- 
tective Asséciation of Texas has filed in- 
formation in a number of cases, and County- 
Attorney Joe W. Taylor promises to bring 
up the netting and trapping violations when 
the grand jury is impaneled again. For 
the present Secretary Hubby says only par- 
tial relief can be had because of the fact that 
the law now on the statute books does not 
make the possession of live birds a crime in 
itself sufficient to convict, and the shipping 
of birds as freight or by express is still law- 
ful. These are the prominent features in 
the new game law which the next Legislat- 
ure will be asked to pass. 

Two hundred dozen live quail were put on 
the cars at West and sent to Texas cities 
and cities outside of Texas, and larger ship- 
ments have been made at Mount Calm. The 
restaurants exhibit live quail in cages as 
an inducement to customers, and there.are 
twice as many restaurants in Central Texas 
now as compared with a year ago. More 
than 25 per cent of the increase in res- 
taurants is due to the enterprise of the Chi- 
nese, who have come to Texas in large num- 
bers and embarked in the restaurant -busl- 
ness. 

Some of the Chinese are educated men and 
susceptible to moral suasion, and that class 
has agreed to cease purchasing live birds. 
The protective association has been oing 
missionary work among the restaurants not 
to handle birds taken in nets and traps, but 
to give information that the parties thus 
violating the law may be prosecuted. The 
ignorant Chinamen and those who are indif- 
ferent on the subject purchase the live birds 
and will not tell who brought them in. 

Secretary Hubby says one difficulty in the 
prosecution .is the fact that the State of 
Texas is checkered like a checker board 
with exempt counties, and there is creat diffi- 
culty in disproving when the pothunters 
plead that they netted and trapped the birds 
in an exempt county. 

When the season opened this year quail 
had increased enormously compared with 
last year, and there was a covey to be seen 
to every twenty acres in the best grounds. 
At present they were never scarcer, and 
while the supply. in the Waco market last 
week was put on the cars within twenty 
miles of Waco, receipts now are mostly from 
Lampasas and San Angelo. 

Netting and trapping ts a regular business. 
Parties are fixed up for it, and they follow 
it industriously and earn a good deal of 
money therein. Many of the netters make 
their own nets. They buy the twine and 
manufacture the nets by hand process. They 
have boys to help them, and when they have 
succeeded in locating a covey of quail they 
consider the covey theirs. A covey of quail 
can never escape a skillful netter. 

Information of the wholesale netting and 
trapping was sent to the Hon. R. R. Lockett, 
President of the State Game Protective As- 
sociation, and he has been asked to take 
steps to check it in those counties not al- 
ready depleted of birds.

8. Provigions for’ an official count, canvass, re- 
turns, anil credentials, together with adequate 
provisions for the selection of independent can- 
didates. . 

Such a jaw as this may be objectionable 
to those Chicago Bryanites who ran the rot- 
ten Democratic primaries held this year. 
It may be objectionable to those men in the 
Republican party wh» have been in the 
habit of making their living by the manipu- 
lation of primaries and their ability to elect 
subservient delegations. It ought not to be 
objectionable to the honest men of any 
party.

She asks that the 
civil service law be left alone—that no 
scheming politician be allowed to tamper 
with it and weaken it. 

Mayor Swift was correct in the statement 
that he believed he spoke for the citizens of 
Chicago when he said: “ Let the civil service 
law remain intact.” That, law is, in the 
words of John P. Wilson, “ the best upon 
that subject that has ever been enacted 
anywhere.” It should be allowed to stand, 
he declared, without the change of a letter, 
until it has been given a full, fair test. 
Thén, if amended, it should be at the re- 
quest of the friends of the law. 

The General Assembly surely will heed 
this appeal. It will not allow a law which, 
as the Mayor states, has been of * inestima- 
ble benefit to the people of Chicago ” to be 
filled full of loopholes for the good of spoils 
hucksters and their henchmen. 


WHY HAMMOND was FOR FREE SIL- 


W. A. Hammond, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent of the [illinois National, and the chief 
author of its ruin, was a free silverite. He 
stood alone among the Chicago bankers as 
a supporter of Bryan and the Chicago plat- 
form, with its destructive demands. 

Two months ago nobody could understand 
why Mr. Hammond was on that side of the 
fence. He was engaged in a business to the 
prosperity of which sound money is essen- 
tial. The members of his family had been 
Republicans and so was he. It was con- 
ceded that he was too intelligent a man to be 
taken in by the wild assertion that free coin- 
age would double the value of all the silver 
in the world and that free coinage dollars 
would be worth their face intrinsically. 

It is clear enough now why Hammond was 
for Bryan and Bryan’s money. Of course 
he was ynder no delusion as to what the 
real valine of that money would be. Ile 
needed no explanations from Jones. It did 
not disturb him that Bryan did not go into 
the subject in one of his 600 speeches, 

Hlammond saw three things clearly: That 
he and the bank were in a hole; that the 
abandomment of the world’s standard of 
money and the adoption of the silver stand- 
ard would breed 50-cent legal tender silver 
dollars; and that those dollars could be 
used to get himself and the bank out of the 
deep pit he had dug for it. 

He understood that if the-country discard- 
ed the McKinley currency and adopted in- 
stead that of Bryan, Altgeld, and Jones, 
which would have only half the purchasing 
power of the former, everything which had 
an intrinsic gold value would double in 
price. Nominally it would be worth twice 
as much as before. 

The bank he managed owed to its 1,900 
depositors about $7,900,000. It awed to 
other national banks and to Staté banks and 
bankers about $4,600,000. Among the“ re- 
sources ” of the bank were bad debts to the 
amount of $818,000 There were also un- 
collectible claims for a million dollars 
against the sons-in-law of the President. 

These had no intrinsic value, and free 

coinage could not breathe the faintest 
breath of life into them. But the. bank, 
thanks to Hammond, held also Calumet 
Electric bonds on which it had advanced, 
or for ahich it had paid, $2,475,000. The 
most that the bonds could bring on a gold 
basis was half their face. 
* As matters stood the real resources of the 
bank were not equal to its Kabilities. Ruin 
stared it in the face. The cooking of ac- 
counts cenld not be kept up indefinitely. At 
any moment the Bank Examiner might 
stumble on what bad been so carefully con- 
cealed, —

bonds which were worth about 50 cents on 
the dollar in gold money would become 
worth about 100 cents on the dollar in half- 
value silver money. Then the bank receiv- 
ing for these bonds double the number of 
legal tender dollars it would receive if the 
gold standard was adhered to could meet 
the demands of ite depositors and escape 
failure. 

That is the way Hammond reasoned. It 
is the way all the business-men who were 
for free silvér reasoned. They were for it 
because they believed it would extricate 
them from bankruptcy. Not one of them 
believed in the honesty of free coinage or 
that it would help the country as a whole. 
Some deceived workingmen or crazy the- 
orists may have thought so, but not they. 
They were for free silver to get out of a hole. 
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THE RISE AND FALL OF HAMMOND, 

In clearing away the wreckage of the 
National Bank of Illinois the wrecker of | 
the bank has been revealed in the person of 
William A. Hammond, its Second Vice- 
President. The rise and fall of this man 
confirm the truth of the old saying, “ As a 
man sows so shall he reap.” The story is 
not a new one—on the other hand it is as 
old as time. It progresses along the lines 
of thousands of similar cases. Thedenoue- 
ment furnishes an oft-repeated moral. The 
despair of the situation is the hard fact 
that the moral willnot be heeded. Men will 
still resort to devious “and dishonest ways 
in order to get rich speedily in the future 
as they have done in the past, and neither 
personal ruin nor legal penalty is of avail 
to correct this great and growing evil. 

The rise of Hammond was rupid, and 
it was aided by unusual environments and 
influences. He came of an excellent and 
honcred family. He was the son of a 
prominent Congregational clergyman and 
the nephew of one of Chicago’s leading 


‘citizens, long time the General Manager 


of the Burlington railroad. He began at 
the bottom of the ladder in the bank. As 
a clerk he commended himself to the bank 
officials by his industry, economy, and abil- 
ity. He was promoted to a teiler’s desk 
and he performed the duties so acceptably 
that he wgs appointed cashier. From the 
latter position he rose to be Second Vice- 
President. His reputation grew with his 
rise. He was regarded as a careful banker 
and able financier, and he soon became so 
necessary to the bank that he did not need 
to rise further, fo? ere long he was the abso- 
Inte authority in the bank’s business. Had 
he been a man proof against temptation to 
use his power for sinister purposes and 
had he fulfilled his duties in the higher 
position with the same devotion to the inter- 
ests of the bank and its customers that he 
had displayed in the subordinate positions 
he would have been one of the most suc- 
cessful bankers in Chicago. 

With the rise to the position of Second 
Vice-President, however, his fall began, and 
it has been more rapid than his rise. Of late 
years he relieved the President of his over- 
sight and responsibility, the latter being 
aged and infirm, and all the more willing to 
be relieved as the wool had been pulled over 
his eyes by the crafty Hammond. The way 
being clear for him, he plunged into specuia- 
tion, beginning with a mining deal which 
yielded him a handsome profit. Then he be- 
gan helping out W. V. Jacobs, his personal 
friend and the promoter of the Calumet 
Electric. How that deal resulted is now only 
too well known to the depositors, to the di- 
rectors who did not direct, and to the stock- 
holders whose stock is now worth minus 
nothing. The ways by which he finally 
broke the bank were crooked and now chal- 
lenge the scrutiny of the Federal! officials. 

It does not mitigate the offense that it was 
made possible through the negligence or 
weakness of his superiors. It was owing to 
this negligence, coupled with his own adroit- 
ness, that he was enabled so long to deceive 
the President, whose sons-in-law had been 
accommodated by him, the directors, the 
bank examiners, and his associates in the 
Clearing-House. He seems to have put 
out doubtful big loans and little loans in all 
directions, all of which he covered up by his 
system of falsifying accounts, thus conceal- 
ing his operations from the examiner and 
the directors. While carrying on the legiti- 
mate business of the bank, which was always 
open to inspection, he was also carrying on 
an illegitimate business of his own, which 
waa so concealed on the books of the bank 
that it was open to no one’sinspection. He 
succeeded in making himself rich and in 
breaking the bank, in covering himself with 
disgrace, and in rendering himself liable to 
prosecution under the national banking act 
for falsifying accounts. Was the game 
worth the candle? Evidently not, and yet 
will the fall of Hammond furnish an ex- 
ample for other men similarly situated? 
Will it have any tendency to diminish the 
terrible aggregate of bank wrecking and 
embezzling? Evidently not, at least not 
until some form of punishment has been de- 
vised which fits the crime. 


SULLIVAN’S PASSION FOR 
FU WERALS. 

The melancholy spectacle has been fur- 
nished in Boston of one Sullivan, known in 
the halcyon days. of his muscled youth as 
* John L.,” “ darting, when he thought no- 
body was looking, through the door leading 
to the poor debtor session of the court.” It 
was not the former wont of this dethroned 
idol of the city of culture and the Bowery to 
dart or do anything else when “ nobody 
was looking.” His lordly custom was to wait 
until the largest possible amount of public 
attention was turned in his direction and 
then he would sally forth and perform with 
zeal on the nearest unprotected pate. But 
these were the acts of his “ chanipionship ” 
days, when he was the king of brutes, the 
noblest bruiser of them all, the man of ter- 
ror-inspiring, “ ugly ” mien, and before his 
own post-mortem pugilistic funeral had be- 
gotten an inordinate longing to be a con- 
spicuous feature at the obsequies of his 
fellow-men. 

It must be chronicled in sadness that a 
succession of funerals was responsible for 
that Sullivanistic dart “ when nobody was 
looking,” and that the dart was made into 
the “poor debtor session” for the logical 
reason that Sullivan has joined that grow- 
ing company of unfortunates. The man of 
might, it seems, has succumbed to the 
enervating odor of the florists’ creations. 
The pulse that formerly beat fast at the 
thought of an encounter in the ring now re- 
sponds only to the solemn requiem of a fu- 
neral, The first toll of the bell is a mandate, 
apparently, to John L. to hasten to the flor- 
ist’s abode, and his visits have resulted in a 
variety of designs that foot up the tidy sum 
of $316. Sullivan’s promptness in eupply- 
ing floral tributes to Boston’s dead has been 
equaled, it appears, only by his delay in 
settling the bills, and the patient floral artist 
is now seeking to come to a legal under-

a series of court experiences that led up to 
a writ of attachment, but when the Deputy 
Sheriff visited the home of the debtor there 
was nothing there to attach except a * chip.” 
What was this “chip”? It may have been 
the chip that Sullivan was accustomed to 
carry around in a conspicuous piace on his 
shoulder. But this chip was supposed to 
have been knocked off in a rather summary 
manner by another enterprising young slug- 
ger. It may have been a chip that had been 
saved from a “ little, quiet game”; but it 
hardly seems probable that any one, espe- 
cially a promising candidate for a “ poor 
debtor session,” would have neglected to have 
put this collateral to its ordinary “ cash in” 
usages, In the absence of any explanation 
in the reports the “ chip”’ must remain a 
mystery, with a strong probability that it 
was a “ blue” one of undetermined repre- 
sentative. value. 

The status of the case at present is not 
satisfactory. The “chip” is in the pos- 
session of the Sheriff, Sullivan is in the pos- 
session of the court, the florist is in posses- 
sion of an unreceipted bill, and the wilted 
funeral designs are in the possession of a 
variety of mourning families. John L. has 
lost also his flowing mustaches and his re- 
cently admired mutton-chop whiskers and 
wears only an air of settled gloom, He 
seems to be hopelessly enthralled by his 
propensity ‘to decorate somebody's casket, 


and unless he makes a‘ raise of cash or the . 


rays of sunlight are cast across his nielan- 
choly- path he seems to be on the eve of 
being proclaimed officially as poor a debtor 
as he is a pugilist. 


A SIGNIFICANY BANQUET. 

The banquet given at the Auditorium on 
Tuesday evening by the Civic Federation, 
the Real Estate Board, the Bar Associa- 
tion, and eleven of the leading clubs of Chi- 
cago was an event as significant as it was 
unigue. The hosts of the occasion repre- 
sented every conceivable detail of munici- 
pal interests and all political parties. They 
had planned this banquet on the same lines 
of action which they followed when they 
determined the White City should be lo- 
cated here, as well as upon many other oc- 
casions when it became necessary tw do 
somethjng for the interests of the city at 
large. It was only another manifestation 
of the publie spirit, the unanimity, and the 
civie pride of the citizens of the great West- 
ern metropolis. To this extent it was a 
unique event in the history of cities in this 
country. 

The guests of the occasion were equally 
notable. They included members of the 
city government, Mayors of other cities, 
and 140 members of the General Assembly, 
representing over a hundred counties in Illi- 
nois, By accepting the invitation to this 
banquet they had gladly recognized the 
community and the interests of Chicago. 
They were brought together so that city 
and State might get better acquainted and 
that all sectional feeling might be dispelled. 
The keynote of this gathering was the ne- 
cessity of devising some method by which 
Chicago might reach a new legislative 
status in sympathy with its wonderful de- 
velopment. It was a wise and happy 
thought to sit down together at the hos- 
pitable board and talk matters over in a 
friendly way. It gave the representatives 
of the city a chance to meet the representa- 
tives of the State and set before them the 
needs of the great city, which, as the l’res- 
ident of the occasion happily said, was a 
big fellow going around in kindergarten 
clothes. It was an object lesson which 
must have good results, It will dispel 
many delusions and abate many baseless 
prejudices. It will bring about the best of 
feeling, and a more intimate knowledge of 
what Chicago needs and must have to ena- 
ble her to meet the demands of her growth. 

Irom all these points of view the ban- 
quet was a pleasing innovation, and its 
most encouraging feature was its success. 
The guests were good listeners to good 
talk, for the speeches were short, sharp, 
and to the point, and the good feel- 
ing was so pronounced that not one of 
the guests could have failed to indorse the 
Mayor’s sentiment that “ Every Illinoisan 
is a Chicagoan.” A precedent has thus 
been set not only for Chicago in the future, 
but for other cities. One informal, hos- 
pitable gathering for better acquaintance 
and friendly talk is better than a hundred 
visits of committees among strangers,

THE GAS COMPANIES AND THE OITY. 

An evening paper asks Tue TRiIstne 
whether “it is in the power of the Council 
to break the city’s contracts relating tdthe 
price of gas made during the administration 
of Mayor Washburne.” It certainly is in 
the power of the Council to do so, 

Probably the querist has no clear idea 
what the “contracts” it speaks of are. 
There was an agreement entered into be 
tween the gas companies and the Council 
in 1891 by which the former agreed to re- 
duce gradually the price of gas, which they 
have done. 

But the companies declared further that 
their agreement was to be binding on them 
only so long as “ the existing franchises of 
said respective gas companies are recog- 
nized and not attacked by litigation on the 
part of the city.” 

The Consumers’ and Equitable companies 
got their franchises from the Council, and 
not from the Legislature. ‘The ordinances 
which gave them their rights provivled that 
if they combined with any other company 
they should forfeit their franchises. 

They did combine. They went into the 
gas trust. The city set out to begin pro- 
ceedings to forfeit their franchises. That 
scared the trust and it agreed to make con- 
cessions if left alone. That is how the so- 
called “ contracts ” came into existence. 

Those two companies are still in the gas 
trust. Hence their franchises are still for- 
feitable. It will not be contended that the 
Council of 1891 so tied the hands of the 
Council of 1896 or any subsequent year that 
it cannot commence proceedings against the 
Consumers’ and Equitable on account of the 
violation by them of the ordinances under 
which they are working. Were the Council 
to do so the companies would not say a con- 
tract had been broken, but simply that they 
had been released from their agreement,

Hartford, Conn., Dec. 21.—The weekly 
meeting of the clergymen of Hartford was 
held today and the topic for discussion was 
the Sunday newspaper. The principal paper 
was read by the Rev. Frank Dixon, pastor 
of the Third Baptist Church, and in the 
course of his remarks he took occasion to 
defend the Sunday paper.

He said that the 
Sunday newspaper is the greatest rival of 
religion, but it is advisable to go slow. He 
added: “If the Sunday papers are evil they 
will hang themselves eveuitually.’”’ 


Our Right to Recognize—It Will Not 
Mean War. 

Ours is a sovereign Nation. As such it 
has an absolute and indefeasible right to 
recognize the independence of any State or 
people whom it may deem entiticd to ad- 
mission to the family of nations. In so 
recognizing the independence ofa people 
struggling for liberty it does no act of un- 
friendliness to any other nation, however 
strenuously such other nation may deny the 


* right of the people recognized to their inde- 


pendence. When we recognized the inde- 
pendence of Mexico and the other Spanish- 
American republics, Spain did not dream 
of treating such recognition.as a hostile act. 

When we recognized the independence of 
Texas, Mexico made no complaint of our 
actas oneof hostility to herself. When 
England and Spain recognized the belliger- 
ency of the Southern Confederacy, we not 
only did not treat the act as a cause of war, 
but we did not even complain of it as a dis- 
courtesy by suspending diplomatic relations. 

What an absurdity is it, therefore, for men 
to talk of the Cameron resolution as the 
** equivalent of a declaration for war!’ The 
Cubans are a brave people fighting just out- 
side our gates for the right to govern them- 
selves. Naturally and properly we sympathize 
with them. They are opposed not by le- 
gitimate war but with barbaric crueity, by the 
murder of women, children, prisoners, and 
wounded men. Our sense of justice, of honor, 
of humanity, and of cfvilizgation itself is of- 
fended and outraged. We should be fully justi- 
fied in the eyes of mankind were we to inter- 
pose with the strong arm and forbid the fur- 
ther continuance of murder, rapine, and the 
slaughter of innocents. Instead of that it 
is proposed in our Congress merely to give 
these oppressed and persecuted people the 
status of men engaged in legitimate warfare. 
The author of the resolution disclaims any 
purpose of war. There could be no war nor 
even a rupture of diplomatic relations he- 
cause of it unless Spain, with signal ignor- 
ance, insolence, and foolhardiness, chose to 
make the trouble.—New York World.

But it has come to be 
largely made up of those who represent the 
selfishness of office-getting and personal in- 
terest. If a change is not brought about, the 
government will come to be what it very 
largely is, a government of personal in- 
terest.” ;

DEPORTING CANADIAN WORKMEN, 


We Are Accused of Treating Them as 
Though They Were Chinese Coolies. 


Toronto, Dec, 21.—The Mail today, com- 
menting on the deportation of Canadian 
workmen seeking employment in the United 
States, says: ‘‘ lt is time that this policy of 
treating Canadian workmen as if they were 
Chinese coolies was met by some legislation 
of the same kind on our part. 

“If Canadian wage-earners are to be re- 
pulsed from the United States, United States 
laborers should not be permitted to come in 
here and underbid our own people. A law

ILES TALKS OF SUING §. B. CHASE. 


Thinks He Will Start Civil Proceed- 
ings Against the Ex-Recorder for 
an Accounting for $31,015. 


County Attorney Iles said yesterday that 
he would probably institute civil proceedings 
against ex-County Recorder Samuel B. 
Chase early next month to compel an ac- 
counting for $31,015, which is the amount of 
the surplus of receipts over expenditures 
shown by Expert Marchand, but not ac- 
counted for nor turned over by Mr. Chase. 
Mr. Marchand found a surplus for every six 
months’ term of Mr. Chase’s incumbency 
except one, when there was a deficiency of 
$4, 107. 

The ex-Recorder turned over $16,487, while 
the total surplus, according tothe report, 
is $51,671. On the ground that he was run- 
ning the office at a loss Mr. Chase secured 
altogether $31,000 from the county for the 
purchase of supplies. He is chargeable with 
that amount until a final settlement is made.

Bleecker lives with his wife and one 
daughter at No. 1508 Jackson boulevard, and 
has been in this city but about five months, 
coming here from s Angeles, and living 
for a part of the time. with his mother-in- 
law, Mrs? Johnson, at home, No. 710 West 
Adams street. 

Last night he seemed very anxious to see 
his father-in-law, who lives at No. 575 West 
North avenue, and it was thought, at the 
jail he expected to be bailed out by the latter, 

Mrs, Johnson said last night: 

“It was all a misunderstanding and to- 
morrow I am going to get him out of jail as 
soon as I can. If we had only known what 
we do now the arrest would have never been 
made and all the disgrace would have been 
avoided, 

“My son-in-law was my agent in Los An- 
geles and I intrusted this money to him. 
The mortgage on my residence there he paid, 
but immediately remortgaged the house, as 
ae had power of attorney and was free to

‘** He was a foolish young man, and instead 
of investing this money as he should have 
done he put it into some irrigation scheme, 
and when I asked for an accounting he as- 
sured me that certain securities were in the

Tells of Her Discovery. 

The mother-in-law told of discovering the 
transactions charged, as follows: 

“TI wired the bank and found that his 
assertions were not true, and then I de- 
termined to consult a lawyer. Judge Bar- 
num advised me to take criminal action, 
and I did so, and now all this disgrace has 
fallen upon me. 

“This evening I went to his wife’s home 
and then she told me that her husband 
had invested the money otherwise, hoping 
to make large profits; that the matter was 
yet unsettled and that he hoped to know 
soon whether he had lost all the money or 
made a heavy return on his investment. 

‘“*All I can say is that Mr. Bleecker has 
acted very foolishly, but now I know that he 
was honest and only feared to tell me that 
he had done what I had not wished him to 
do. I will see that the case is not prosecuted.”’ 

Mrs, Bleecker, who spent the night at her 
mother’s home, sent several notes to her 
husband during the\night.

HAS A SUBCALIBER CARTRIDGE. 


Invention of a Boston Man That Brings 
in Sight the All-Round Rifle. 

F. J. Rabbeth.of Boston has got what he 
and other sportsmen think is the foundation 
for an all-round rifle, one that will serve to 
shoot a chipmunk or gray squirrel with one 
charge, and then by working a lever may 
be made ready for a deer. Mr. Rabbeth’s 
system is an old one with a new twist to it. 
Years ago Forest and Stream told of a man 
who had a cylinder of steel made in the 
Shape and size of a 45-caliber cartridge. 

‘This cylinder was bored out so that it would 
The scheme 
worked well. The 22-caliber bullet would 
kill a partridge at ten yards, being aceurate 
up to that distance, but beyond it the bullet 
flew wild. A very great advantage of this 
subcaliber cartridge was that the larger 
chamber of the 45-caliber barrel took up the 
sound, and instead of the sharp crack a 22- 
caliber pistol would make the noise was a 
muffied sound that could scarcely be heard 
three rods away. 

Rabbeth advanced on the idea. Instead 
of eee & smooth-bore steel cylinder for the 
subcali bullet and shell, he bored the 
‘steel shell out, then rified it after the fashion 
of any rifie or revolver. The targets which 
have been made with subcaliber bullets of 
22 and 45 calibers have shown the value of 
such steel shell in the belt of a big-game 
hunter. few of the targets made are given 
in Shooting and Fishing as follows: At 
fifty yards from a 45-caliber military rifie.

CHICAGO PUGILIST WINS. 


NEGRO ARMSTRONG TAKES THE 
FIGHT FROM CHARLEY STRONG. 


u 


He Is Six Inches Taller and Twenty- 
five Pounds Heavier than His Op- 
ponent, but the Smaliter Man 
Proves to Be More Scientific and 
Staggers His Rival with His Unex- 
pected Strength—Colored Fighters 
Take 19 Rounds to End Their Bout. 


New York, Dec. 23.--Bob Armstrong, the 
colored heavyweight of Chicago, defeated 
Charley Strong, also colored, of Newark, in 
the nineteenth round at the Broadway Ath- 
letic club on Monday night. Armstrong was 
six inches taller and twenty-five pounds 
heavier than his antagonist. The winner 
was slow, and showed little knowledge of 
the scientific part of glove fighting. Strong, 
on the other hand, in spite of his handicap, 
put up a great fight. He staggered his big 
rival more than once, arid had the crowd 
with him itmhis plucky attempt to overcome 
such great odds. 

Both men were severely punished about 
their faces, and there was plenty of blood for 
those who like that style of fighting. About 
2,500 persons saw the battle. . 

The second contest was between Frank 
O'Neill, colored, of Chicago, dnd Jack Daly, 
white, of Wilmington, Del. They were to 
fight ten rounds at 138 pounds. This was a 
fast bout from the start. Daly began with 
a rush, and swung both hands repeatedly on 
the jaw, but O’Neill was so clever in foot 
work that he got away, and then wound the 
round up with a rally that was all in his 
favor. Daly forced matters in the second, 
and in a clinch he hit O’ Neill below the belt, 


but it was nothing serjous, and the Chicago 
man hustled the battle until the bell rang. 
The third round, which bristled with hard 
hitting and science, was even up. In the 
fourth O*Neill’s best blow was a right- 
hander on the jaw which made Daly stagger. 
The fifth round was even, although O'Neill 
did more leading. aly rushed in the sixth 
round and got in several heavy swings, while 
O’Neill continued his jabbing both on the 
neek and body. Honors were even in the 
seventh, but in the eighth Daly had the 
better of a red-hot slugging bee. Daly did 
some effective rushing’ and swinging in the 
ninth, O’ Neill showing signs of fatigue when 
the bell sounded. In the last round they 
mixed it up for keeps, and the referee de- 
clared the bout a draw. 

The event of the night came next. The 
men were matched to fight twenty rounds at 
catch Weights. Armstrong, who is six feet 
three inches tall, weighed 195 pounds, and 
showed a wonderful physical development 
when he stripped for action. Strong was 
half a dozen inches shorter than his antag- 
onist, and tipped the béim at 170 pounds. 
Armstrong’s seconds were Joe Choynski, 
George Dixon, and John Thomas. Strong 
was handled by Joe Connolly, Dave Leahy, 
“Scotty’’ Faulkner; and Ed Schoeder.

[BANK OF WEST SUPERIOR 18 CLOSED. 


Had Funds in Hoth the Bank of Ili- 
nois and Bank of Minnesota—Ex- 
pect to Pay’ Depositors in Fall. 


West Superior, Wis., Dee. 23.—The Bank 
of West Superior, capital $50,000 and $50,000. 
surplus, suspended operations this morning 
as a direct result of the failure of the Bank 
of Minnesota and the Bank of Illinois. The 
notice of suspension stated that the cause 
was the suspension of the Bank of Minne- 
sota, but the closing of the Bank of Illinois 
weakened it considerably. At the Novem- 
ber statement the bank had deposits of $78,- 
947 and rediscounts of $1,505. The loans and 
discounts were $105,971, real estate assets 
$43,419, bonds and securities $5,391, and cash 
on hand $22,259.90. Of this cash on hand 
$20,000 was in the outside failures which 
compelled the institution to close. The offi- 
elals say they expect¢o resume and pay de- 
positors in full. 

New York, Dec. 23.—Officers of the Na- 
tional Bank of the Republic; the New York 
correspondent of the Bank of West Superior, 
Wis., say that the latter institution had only 
@ very small balance here. 


Receivers for Bank of Minnesota. 

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 23.—Frank A. Sey- 
mour and Attorney W. H. Lightner were 
this afternoon appointed by Judge Otis to 
be joint receivers and required to file a joint 
bond of $1,000,000. They will immediately 
take possession of the bank. 

There is no excitement today in business 
circles, the assurance that depositors in the 
Bank of Minnesota would be paid in full 
being sufficient to allay all fears, as it was 
made by different stockholders of the bank 
who individually could more than pay the 
depositors. The other banks were all trans- 
acing business as usual with no si of 
trouble anywhere. 

New York, Dec. 23.—The Sheriff today re- 
ceived two attachments aggregating $29,361 
against the property in this city of the Bank 
of Minnesota of St.-Paul, which failed yes- 
terday. One attachment, for $24,361, was in 
favor of Henry W. Millag on an assigned 
claim of the Third National Bank of Bos- 
ton, and the other for $5,000 in favor of Cor- 
nelius 8. Loder. A Deputy Sheriff served 
copies of the attachments on the Chase Na- 
tional and Mechanics National Banks. 


St. Louis Loan Association in Trouble. 
St. Louis, Mo.; Dec. 23.—On application of 
Walter F. McEntire Judge Valliant of the 
Circuit Court today issued a summons 
against the Southern Saving Fund and Loan 
Association to reply to the injunction against 
the company for the dissolution of the con- 
cern and for authority for State Treasurer 
Stevens, ex-officio Supervisor of Building and 
Loan Associations, to assume control of it. 
In a suit already filed Supervisor of Bulld- 
ing Associations Grey makes charges of in- 
competent management and misappropria- 
tion of funds against several gentlemen 
prominent in loca! financial! circles. 


Milwaukee Banks Afe Sound, 

Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 23.—[Special.}—The 
statements made by the Milwaukee national 
banks show that on Dec. 17 there was cn 
deposit $15,074,197.02, which is an increase 
of $632,202.38 since Oct. 14, while the loans 
and discounts have fallen off. The failures 
in Chicago and St. Paul have had no effect 
here. It is said in commercial! circles, how- 
ever, that there are a number of small 
banks throughout the State which were cor- 
respondents of the National Bank of Illinois, 
which may be affected by the failure, but 
nothing serious is looked for.

ZERTUCHA DENIES THE CHARGE, 


He and Maceo Were Sincere 
Friends. 

Havana, Dec. 19.—Dr. Zertucha, through 
whose treachery it is asserted that Maceo 
met his death, is in Havana. In an inter- 
view today he explained his relations with 


the insurgent leader. 

He said that a sincere friendship existed 
between them, and that Maceo had great 
confidence in him. Only three of Maceo’s 
staff were allowed to dine with him-—Dr, 
Zertucha, Miro, and Francisco Gomez, son 
of the insurgent Commander-in-Chief. 

Dr. Zertucha denied the stories that Ma- 
ceo had received in the Province of Pinar 
del Rio a Commissioner sent by Captain- 
General Weyler asking him to treat for 
peace. 

He also denied that he had any connection 
with Chief of Police Labarrera. His friend- 
ship with Col. Tort was old and private. 

Dr. Zertucha declared that Maceo frequent- 
ly expressed his admiration of the Spanish 
soldiers, and praised Gens. Bernal, Arolas, 
and Echagué, and Cols. Echevarria, Rot- 
ger, and Francis. 

He repeated the story already cabled about 
Maceo crossing around the end of the tro- 
cha by sea in front of Mariel, and said the of- 
ficers who accompanied him were Brigadiers 
Perico Diaz and José Miro, Cols. Alberto 
Nodarse and Gordon, the last named being 
an American; Majs. Alfredo Justiz, Piedra 
Penalver,. and Ramon.Ahumada; Capt. San- 
vanell, Lieut. Francisco Gomez, and him- 
self as surgeon, besides three negro order- 
1é8. 

: Maceo was on horseback with his machete 
unsheathed when he was struck by a bullet 
from a Mauser riffe. As he fell Dr. Zer- 
tucha rushed to his: assistance, but he 
dropped to, the ground dead. 

Another bullet struck him in the stomach 
before he reached the ground. All the mem- 
bers of the staff who were around Maceo 
at the time were more or less seriously 
wounded. Col. Nodarse and Maj. Justiz died 
later from the effects of their wounds. 

Lieut. Gomez was also wounded in the arm. 
His wound was attended to and his arm 
placed ina sling. He tried to assist Dr. Zer- 
tucha to carry Maceo’s body, but was again 
struck by a bullet and knocked down. He 
then wrote the note that was afterward 
found on his body, and committed suicide by 
stabbing himself with his own knife, not 
Maceo’s, as some have said. 

Dr. Zertucha declared that after the insur- 
gents had carried Maceo’s body off the field 
a statement was drawn up, which was signed 
by all the leaders who bad taken part in, the 
engagement, explaining the manner in which 
he had met his death. 

Dr. Zertucha intends to go to Spain and 
take up his residence in the Town of Viz- 
caya. He will print in Paris a pamphlet fn 
which he will attack Sefior Estrada Palma, 
the head of the Cuban Junta, the junta it- 
self, and Gen. Calixto Garcta, for their ac- 
tions in connection with the insurrection. 
He thinks that Maceo’s y was buried 
near Govea.

|NEW HOSPITAL IS OPEN. 


REFUGE FOR SMALLPOX PATIENTS 
READY FOR THEIR RECEPTION. 


Officers of the Health Department, 
with a Number of Guests, Signalize 
Chicago’s Acquisition by a Dinner 
—Appointments Which Complete a 
Model Institution—Cruacial Experi- 
ences of the Past Are Recalled by 
a.Congenial Company. 


Chicago’s new Isolation Hospital for small- 
pox patients in Crawford avenue, which has 
just been completed at a cost of $110,000, 
was formally opened yesterday, although 
there is not at this time a single case of 
smalipox in Cook County. ' 

By way of commemorating the opening, 
Commissioner Kerr and officers of the 
Health Department, with half a dozen 
guests, visited the place yesterday morning 
and spent several hours inspecting the hos- 
pital and its commodious appointments. In 
the party wee Dr. Garrett, Chief Medical 
Inspector; Dr/C. St. Clair Drake, Medica! 1f- 
spector; Henry T. Carr, Secretary of the 
department; the Rev. G. D. Heldman of 
St. Paul’s Catholic Parish, rge Williams, 
and newspaper reporters. he party was 
conducted by Dr. George C. Hunt, medical 
inspector in charge of the institution. 

The hospital is a model of simple, well- 
arranged architecture, built for convenience 
rather than beauty, although it presents a 
pleasing view at either long or short range. 
It is said there is not such a well-appointed 
smallpox hospital on the continent. 

At the dinner served the visitors by the 
sisters in charge—the Order of the Hand- 
maids of Christ—Commissioner Kerr said: 
“Today marks the final obliteration of 
smallpox in Chicago.”’ 

Around the Festal Board. 

The dinner was peculiarly felicitous, owing 
to the acquaintance of those aroynd the 
board. Dr. Garrett has been associated with 
the care of smallpox patients in the city for 
more than twenty years. Other inspectors 
present were in direct charge of the patients 
at the old pesthouse. Father Heldman is 
the clergyman, who, day by day, visited the 
stricken in former plagues, and because of 
his service has been adopted by the Health 
Department as a quasi-member. Sister 
Maria Ermelinda and her assogiates are the 
heroines of devoted service amid great dis- 
couragements at the old pesthouse. 

The diners talked over the old days and 
toasted the new as shorn of many terrors. 

“Nobody near fear now to become a pa- 
tient at the Isolation Hospital,” said Com-

The hospital comprises four brick build- 
ings, of two or three stories, with basements, 
arranged in the form of a cross, and con- 
nected with a two-story corridor, the lower 
protected from the weather. The buildings 
stand in a ten-acre inclosure, bounded by a 
high iron fence. It is arranged that any 
building may be wholly cut off from the 
rest. An electric plant lights the institu- 
tion, and it has steam heat, automatically 
regulated, and automatic ventilators. 


To Prevent Fire and Infection. 

Each building is of brick, with red tilgroof- 
ing, and fireproof. The corners are rounded 
so as to prevent the lodgment of disease 
germs. The rooms and wards are light, 
airy, and comfortable. The smallest room 
in the house would make an inviting sleeping 
room. Bath-rooms are provided with por- 
celain tubs, upon stone floors, and attend- 
ants need not go off any floor to do their 
share of the housework. In the basement 
are the laundry, storerooms, kitchen, drug- 
room, fumigating-rooms, a medicated bath 
for convalescents, the light and heat plants, 
and a dining-room for teamsters and help- 
ers. A telephone system connects every 
office, ward, and room with the city. 

Dr. Hunt has a cozy office and bedroom, 
and the sisters in charge have, beside a 
general domitory, @ chapel, with altar and 
other appointments, presented to them by 
Dr. Garrett. The reception and guest din- 
ing-rooms are in the front building, which

Noble Record as a Nurse. 

Sister Ermelinda, who is in charge of the 
hospital, has proved her devotion to the cause 
of alleviating human suffering on many a 
battlefield. She was decorated with the 
Iron Cross on the field of Sedan, where she 
was in charge of 6,000 wounded, and served 
also on many other historic battlefields of 
the Old World. 

But, despite her experiences, Sister 
Ermelinda says she never witnessed such 
sights to appal the heart as in the over- 
crowded pesthouse, which was burned re- 
cently at the order of the Health Depart- 
ment. In that building during the epidemic 
of 1803 she recalls that every foot of floor 
space was crowded, tents were full on the 
outside, coal stoves and oi] lamps were fn 
use, and had to be attended to by the over- 
worked sisters in charge, while iron bars 
made every room a prison, and had fire 
broken out there would have been no chance 
for escape.

NEW SNAG FOR HIGH BUILDINGS. 


Elevator Becomes Troublesome with 
the Increase of Height. 

Engineering Record: Pending the result 
of a movement to restrict the height of our 
tall buildings, there is one feature of the 
problem that has recently been called forci- 
bly to the attention of the public by the ac- 
cident to the elevators in the American 
Tract Society Building, the details of which 
were described in the Engineering Record 
of Nov. 21, and that ts the peril attending the 
occupancy of such structures where high- 
speed elevators and high-pressure plants 
are introduced. It is quite practicable to 
regulate this matter in anticipation of ac- 
tion on the larger question of the restric- 
tion of the height of bulidings. 

The risks attending.the operation of ele- 
vators designed to run at speeds of from 500 
to 700 feet per minute are much greater than 
is generally supposed, yet they are fully ap- 
preciated by experts. The demand for ex- 
cessive speeds like that required of the 
builders of the elevators of the Tract Society 
Bullding was assumed to be necessary in 
order to make available for renting the ten 
upper stories of this “twenty-three-story 
buliding. To reach quickly these higher 
stories an excessive speed is called for. and 
with a view to economize the cost of opera- 
tion and minimize space in the basement, 
high-pressure plants are designed, with 
the result that the record for safety of 
elevator travel so creditable to our elevator 
builders in the past is likely to be impaired. 
To obviate this it should be made illegal to 
operate passenger elevators at a speed great- 
er than 400 feet a minute. This will permit 
the safety device to operate when the speed 
reaches 500 to 600 feet per minute.

Blue Grass Colonel Floors a Scoffer at 
the Mineral Greatness of Kentucky. 
New York Sun: The Colonel from the Blue 

Grass who has been about New York since

** Let me call your attention to a few fig- 
ures,”’ he said, taking a book out of his 
pocket. “I have made these up from the 
figures which our friend here says he is will- 
ing to admit are true. Now, I won't say a 
word in this argument for anything in Bast- 
ern Kentucky except the cannel coal which 
is there. There is, according to these esti- 
mates, a cannel coal area of 4,000 square 
miles, which is under rather than over. On 
much of this there are two and three veins, 
running trom twenty-four to sixty inches. 
But let us be modest and cut it down to an 
average of thirty-six inches. Now, the 
standard of measure calls for 130 tons of 
coal per inch per acre. Thirty-six inches at 
this rate means 4,680 tons peracre. There 
are 640 acres to every square mile and there 
are 4,000 square miles, or 2,560,000 acres. 
Multiplying this by 4,680, the number of tons 
per acre, we have an aggregate of 11,980,- 
800,000 tons.’’ 

Ri nng scoffer began to show wrinkles in his 
row. 

“ This,” continued the Colonel, without a 
particle of Col. Sellers in his tone, “ loses 
only 5S per cent in mining, so we have for 
shipment 11,421,760,000 tons. Counting twen- 
ty tons to the carload this coal would require 
571,088,000 cars, which, if sent out from the 
mines at the rate of 1,000 cars per day— 
that is, twenty trains of fifty cars each-- 
would require 1,564 years and six months, 
a period of time quite long enough, I think, 
for any reasonable man to expect an invest- 
ment to last. 

** Of course,”’ continued the Colonel, “* these 
figures apply only to cannel coal. The bitu- 
minous area is twice as large, not to mention 
fire clay, petroleum, timber, fron——’’ 

* For the Lord’s sake, Colonel,” gasped the 
scoffer, ‘“‘ stop.

Has a Leck of Napoleon’s Hair. 
C. M. Harger in the Century Magazine: A 


rare relic of the first Napoleon is in the pos- 


session of Mr. C. H. Bagley of Abilene, Kas. 
it is a lock of hair cut from the Emperor's 
head after he was dressed for burial on the 
Island of St. Helena. Mr. Bagley isa native 
of the island, as were his ancestors for sev- 
eral generations. Mrs. Lowd, the nurse of 
Napoleon, was acquainted with the entire 
family and was a close friend of his mother. 
For fifteen years preceding the removal of 
the Emperor’s body to France Mr. Bagley’s 
father was the Captain of the guard of the 
tomb. When the family, in 1860, left the 
island for America, Mrs. Lowd, asa farewell 
memento, gave to Mrs. Bagley half of the 
most precious of her possessions—this lock of 
hair. She said that on the night of the Eym- 
peror’s lying in state she crept in to take a 
last farewell of the man she had nursed, and 
to whom she was much attached, both for his 
kindnesses to her and because of his posi- 
tion. She longed for a lock of his hair, and 
made a request of Gen. Bertrand that she be 
allowed to clip a tiny strand. He acceded, 
and she did so. For forty years she had 
cherished it, and then gave half of it to her 
dearest friend; the remainder is inthe pos- 
session of Mrs. Lowd’s daughter, still on the 
island. Two years later Mrs. Bagley died, 
and the lock was handed down to her eldest 
gon, the present owner, who was 17 years old 
when he left tm@island, and has a distinct 
remembrance of :Ae hale old nurse and of the 
farewell visit. She was about 70 years old at 
the time of his departure. The lock consists 
of twenty-four hairs, black-brown, with one 
that shows a tinge of gray. It is sealed up 


in a bottle and kept in a case, with a piece of: 


the coffin, some velvet from the pall, plaster 
from the room in which the Emperor died, a 
bit of wood from the original willow tree over 
the grave, and someemortar that held the 
granite on which the head of the coffin rest- 
ed. Three grown children, who were present 
at the receiving of the lock, made affidavits 
to the truth of the statements recorded, and 
these are filed with the relics. There is no 
doubt of the authenticity of the lock of hair, 
and of the other interesting though less val- 
uable relics. The hair is particularly nota- 
ble, as it is probably the only bit of that 
which was mortal of the great Emperor now 
on this continent. 

[Not the only. The writer in his youth was 
present when was opened probably one of 
the lockets containing Napoleon's hair which 
were distributed, by the Emperor's direction, 
at his death. A single hair was given tothe 
writer: he tied? a bit of silk thread about it 
and placed it for safe keeping in his watch; 
the watch was left with a watchmaker for re- 
pair. The next day he went back to the shop 
and asked if a small piece of thread had 
been found inside the watch. ‘“ Yes: I blew 
it out.” “Then you blew out a plece of 
Napoleon Bonaparte,”’ said the writer.—Ed- 
itor Century Magazine.)

Nearly every country has is national 
custom for festive days, but many of this 
country are borrowed from Great Britain, 
the American Christmas dinner being similar 
to the Thanksgiving and Christmas dinners 
of the English forefathers. 

The English housewife now frequently 
varies her menu, and serves a roastcd goose 
in place of this country’s turkey. The 
Italian feasts upon stewed eels and macaroni 
with the renowned turkey, while the Rus- 
sian would not think it was Christmas un- 
less a small roasted pig was served upon his 
dinner table. 

A long menu is not appropriate for a 
Christmas dinner, a soup, a well-cooked 
turkey with cranberry jcily and vegetables, 
a light salad, and the substantial Christ- 
mas pudding with ices and cakes being suf- 
ficient. Everytging that is possible should 
be done before the day, thus helping to make 
the work light for the servants upon the 
holiday. Cakes, ples, puddings, jellies, and 
eweets may all be prepared now. An old- 
fashioned housekeeper that made excellent 
puddings said: “1 make my plum puddings 
in October to have them off my mind.”” Here 
is the formula she used: 

Plum Pudding Mysteries. 

Stone one pound of raisins and cut them in 
half. Wash and dry one pound of currants, 
add to these one-quarter of a pound of citron 
chopped fine, and half a pound of seedless 
raisins. Remove the shreds from one pound 
of beef suet and chop the suet fine. Grate 
one pound of stale bread into fine crumbs 


‘(half flour and half crumbs may be used) 


and grate two nutmegs. These ingredients 
can be prepared the day before the pudding 
is to be made. When ready to put the pud- 
ding together beat eight eggs very light 
and stir into them half a pint of milk and 
beat both together. Gradually stir into this 
mixture the grated bread crumbs, next add 


.one pound of sugar by degrees, then the suet 


and fruit alternately, sprinkling in a small 
amount each time, first lightly sifting the 
fruit with flour, lest it sink to the bottom. 
Stir this mixture very hard before adding 
the grated nutmegs, a tablespoonful of 
mixed cinnamon and mace, a dash of cloves, 
and a saltspoonful of salt. Add the grated 


‘rind and juice of ene large lemon, one glass 


of brandy and one of wine, and lastly stir 
in another half pint of milk, and mix very 
thoroughly. If the mixture seems very 
moist add a few more crumbs or a little 
flour, but too much thickening will make 
the pudding hard and heavy. This pudding 
should be boiled six hours. If it be cooked 
in a cloth first dip the cloth in boiling water 
and wring it almost dry, rub with butter, 
and sprinkle lightly with flour. Spread the 
buttered cloth in a large bow! and pour the 
mixture into it. Tie the cloth up carefully 
with a strong string, allowing room for the 
pudding to swell. Put the pudding into a 
kettle of boiling water and cook the required 
time; do not allow the water to stop boiling 
one minute. 
How to Cook It. 


This mixture may be made into several 
small puddings. in that case five hours 
would be long endugh to cook them. When 
the pudding is done take it out of the water 
and turn a tumbler of cold water over the 
cloth, and let it rest upon a dish a moment 
before untying the cloth and transferring 
the pudding to a hot dish. Have ready 
some blanched and split almonds and stick 
them over the outside of the pudding; put 
a sprig of holly in the top, poura little 
brahcy around the pudding, light it, and take 
to the table immediately with the brandy 
burning. When this pudding is made be- 
fore it is needed it should be reboiled from 
one and one-half to two hours to heat it 
thoroughly. A liquid and a hard sauce are 
proper to serve with a plum pudding. 

To make a liquid sauce, beat one cup of 
butter until it is creamy, then stir into the 
butter two cups of powdered sugar and a 
spoonful of flour. To have this sauce foamy 
and a success, these ingredients should be 
beaten together until patience is exhausted. 
Heat a glassful of wine or brandy, with the 
same amount of water, and when this liquid 
boils, stir it into the creamed mixture and 
serve at once. The hard sauce is the butter 
and sugar beaten together until creamy, 
and flavored. with vanilla and brandy, Ar- 
range upon a dish in the form of a mound, 
With the point of a teaspoon make little 
scales all over the mound, and put.in a cold 
place to become hard. Whipped cream 
sweetened and flavored with brandy may be 
served with hard sauce in place of the foamy 
sauce. 

The following plum pudding recipe is one 
that has been used by an English house- 
wife, celebrated for her good cooking, for 
many years: Chop three-quarters of a pound 
of suet very fine, and mix with the suet one- 
eighth of a pound of bread crumbs. Beat 
the yelks of five and the whites of three 
eggs light and add them to the crumbs and 
suet with half a pound of powdered sugar. 
Have three-quarters of a pound of dried 
currants and the same amount of raisins 
weighed after they are seeded. Sift over the 
fruit one-quarter of a pound of flour and 
stir this into the other ingredients. Add 
one-quarter of a dessertspoonful of salt, one 
quarter of a pound of candied orange and 
lemon peel finely chopped, one-sixteenth of 
a pound of blanched and chopped almonds, 
and one-quarter of an ounce of pulverized 
cloves and cinnamon mixed. Add one glass 
of brandy and one nutmeg grated. Beat the 
mixture very thoroughly before putting it 
into a buttered mold or cloth, and let it boll 
steadily eight hours. Serve with the burn- 
ing brandy and two sauces, the same as the 
other plum pudding. 

One Christmas Cake. 


The Christmas cake is properly a rich, 
spiced fruit cake, and this is a tested recips 
which will make twa good sized loaves: 

Stir one and one-half cups of butter with 
three cups of brown sugar until the butter is 
creamy and light: add half a grated nutmeg; 
one tablespoonful of powdered cinnamon, 
one teaspoonful of cloves, and the same of 
mace. Dissolve a level teaspoontul of soda 
in half a cup of sour cream, and add to the 
other ingredients with half a cup of mo- 
lasses. Mix well together and add, the yelks 
of six eggs, putting in one at a time until 
they are well beaten in. Then stir in a 
wineglassful.of brandy. Sift four cups of 
flour and add two cups to the cake mixture. 
Meanwhile beat the whites of the egegs tu 
a stiff froth and add them before adding the 
remaining two cups of flour. Have ready 
one pound of raisins seeded and cut in halr, 
one pound of washed and dried currants, 
one-quarter of a pound of citron shredded 
fine, and an eighth of a pound of candied 
orange and lemon peel chopped finc. 
Sprinkle two tablespoonfuls of fiour over 
the fruit and mix them together before 
stirring them with the cake mixture. Line 
the tins with buttered paper, put in the 
mixture, and ‘place the tins in a moderate 
oven and bake them slowly, not increasing 
the heat until the cake is nearly done. Cover 
the cakes with paper if they are browning 
too quickly over the top. A fruit cake 
should be baked slowly, this one requiring 
from two to three hours. | 

When the cakes become cold spread over 
them a thick icing, in which finely chopped 
almonds have been mixed. When this frost- 
ing is dry enough to allow it puta plain icing 
over the almond one. Rich cakes are not 
suitable for the little ones, and there should 
be a supply of plain cake made, being baked 
in the smallest of little patty tins... These 
cakes, covered with pink, white, yellow, and 
chocolate frosting, and ornamented with tiny 
bright red candies, will be very tempting 
to little fingers and are quite wholesome. 

Appropriate little paper cases or boxes are 
to be had for serving biscuits and ices for a 
Christmas dinner; these cases are covered 
with red crépe paper. The lids lift off. 
Have standing upon them tiny Christmas 
trees or little figures of St. Nicholas.

Here is a-good formula: Boil one quast of 
water with ene pound of sugar ten min- 
utes; take from the fire and add a few thin 
shavings of lemon peel. When this be- 
comes cold add the juice of three lemons and 
one orange, a little sliced pineapple, and a 
few candied cherries. Add one cup of green 
tea, one glass of sherry, one of Jamaica rum, 
and a dash of brandy. When ready to use 
put in a large plece of ice and a boiile of 
seltzer or appollinaris. This punch will not 
be refused, and some will wonder why 
Christmas comes but once @ year. 


AFTER THE STREET CANDY-YERDER. 


Health Department Prepares to Abate 
a Danger Vielded in the Sale 
of Sweets and Nuts. 


The Health Department continues to re- 
celve complaints regarding the deleterious 
quality of goods sold by street venders of 
candies and nuts along State streét, and 
it is préparing to get after them with a 
sharp sick. ‘Inspectors have been at work 
securing samples of the goods in question, 
and those venders who, in disregard of the 
first warning received, have continued sell- 
ing the proscribed wares will be prosecuted. 

State street is the venders’ favorite field 
of operations, and from Lake to Congress 
street their stands are, in places, thickly 
strung along the outeide edge of the side- 
walk. 

The evil attached to some of the goods sold 
consists, for the greater part, in the impo- 
sition practiced upon the public, as in the 
case of glucose, which is seld for candy, but 
in others it constitutes a direct menace 
to health, and it is this phase of the situa- 
tion which has aroused the Board of Health 
to action, 

Thus, one of the articles largely dealt in 
is a wild, ewamp variety of the almond, 
which, when shelled, so closely resembles 
the real almond as to defy detection. The 
nut contains a small proportion of prussic 
acid, and Cass L. Kennicott, City Chemist, 
said yesterday that serious results might fol- 
low in the case of a child eating a half dozen 
or more of them. 

The officials of the department have been 
endeavoring to ascertain from what house in 
South Water street these nuts are obtained. 
. The glucose candy in outward appearance 
resembles the purest of candy, but it is 
lacking in the saccharine qualities which be- 
long to the genuine article. 

It is suspected that many of the varieties 
which catch the childish eye by reason 
of brilliant colors contain aniline dye, which 
constitutes the coloring matter. This, while 
not a deadly pgison in the quantity found, 
is known to be anything other than health- 
ful, and if a person were to eat freely of 
candy into which ft enters he would be 
fortunate to escape serious discomfort. It 
has a*harmful effect, it is said, upon the in- 
ternal economy, and in the case of young chil- 
dren might lead to serious results. 


MEETING OF BUREAU OF CHARITIES, 


Emergency Committee Is Appointed 
as a Result of Reports Received 
from Many Districts.

A meeting of the Bureau of Charities was 
called to order at the Palmer House by Prof. 
Cc. R. Henderson, Chairman, at 8 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. The bureau finds it- 
self confronted with nearly as great an 
emergency as that of the winter of 1895. 

The Chairman announced ‘the appoint- 
ment of the following Finance committee: 
Porter B, Fitzgerald, Robert M. Orr, 

Franklin MacVeagh, Merritt Starr. 
Elliott Durand, 

Mrs. James M. Flower was announced as 
the head of the: Publication committee and 
the following Executive committee was nom- 
inated subject to confirmation: 

William H. Beebe, Mrs. James M. Flower, 
Porter B. Fitzgerald, Mrs. BE. H. Keen, 
William.A. Vincent, William G. Logan, 

Prof. Graham Taylor laid before the bu- 
reau the needs of the Eleventh, Seventeenth, 
Eighteenth, and Nineteenth Wards and of- 
fered a plan of temporary organization of 
the district and establishment of a relief 
office, which was approved by the bureau 
and will be set in operation at once. 

Miss Mary McDowell reported for the Hull 
House district, in which she said the situa- 
tion was far from encouraging at the present 
time. 

For the unorganized cistricts Philip Ayres, 
Secretary of the bureau, reported that he 
had received solicitation from the outlying 
districts of South Chicago, Roseland, and 
Kensington, as well as from the Bohemian 
districts and the Twenty-third Ward, and 
that the need was great in all of those places. 

In view of these reports it was thought 
advisable to appoint an Emergency commit- 
tee to consider what steps should be taken 
to bring all the charitable interests of the 
city together to meet the present condition. 
A meeting of this committee will be held 
on Dec. 26 at the office of Secretary Ayres. 


COLLECT $4,240 FOR THE AID SOCIETY 


School Children’s Pennies Swell to a 
Grand Total to Help Less Fortu- 
mate Little Ones. 


Mrs. Emily Stevens, employed in the office 
of the Board of Education, completed yes- 
terday the compilation of the collections 
from the schools of the city during the last 
month for the School Children’s Aid Society. 
The 207 schools contributed $4,240. The 
money will be turned over to Mrs. H. T. 
Vollmer, Treasurer of the society. The 
Greenwood Avenue School, with 978 pupils, 
cdllected $151, the largest individval amount. 
The Hyde Park High School came next, with 
$112. It has an enrollment of 1,204 pupils. 
The North Division High School of 674 pu- 
pils was third, with $92.

FINDS FOR MARY DAWSON 


| SDRY REACHES A VERDICT IN THE 
M'OAFFERY WILL CASE. 


Other Claimants Give Notice of an Ap- 
' peal and the Fight Promises to Go 
Merrily On-—Decision Is Rendered 
After a DelMberation of Three 
Hours-Matrimonial Record of the 
Testator, Who Was the Cause of All 
the Litigation. _ 


Mary Dawson McCaffery was pronounced 
by a jury in Judge Dunne’s court yester- 
day to have been the legal wife of John 
McCaffery at his death in 1894, and therefore 
entitled to share in his estate. Counsel for 
the other claimants gave notice of anes 
peal, The jury was out for nearly three 
ours, 

The argument of counsel for the widow was 
closed by ex-Judge Gary, who made a strong 
appeal for his cHent. He said the mar- 
riage of McCaffery and Mary Dawson at 
Gretna Green in 1885 had been established 
conclusively by the evidence in the case. It 
was further established by the fact that the 
couple lived together until 1848, had chil- 
dren, and were known to the world as man 
and wife. The fact that the records of the 
counties in which McCaffery and his first 
wife lived after their separation in 1848 
down to the death of McCaffery had been 
searched and no record of a divorce ap- 
plied for by efther party Had been found 
was commented on. 

MecCaffery’s Matrimonial Record, 

The many complications which the jury 
was called upon to decide by no means cover 
all the queer phases of John McCaffery’s 
matrimonial ventures. Members of his 
family and near relatives in Chicago say he 
had no less than five wives, and that the 
majority of his marriages were under the 
common law. The alleged fifth wife with 
whom it is said he lived in Chicago for near- 
ly forty years, died a year before his demise. 
They had disagreed, it is said, a few months 
before, and she had left him. Few of his 
friends knew anything of his past history, 
and those who knew him before he came to 
Chicago were unprepared for the story re- 
veal by his will, which left the buik of 
his fortune of half a million to dozens of un- 
known heirs, including five children The 
will stated the testator had forgotten the 
names of three of the children. ie anpatile- 
alfy mentioned several marriages, and left 
a large fortune to a son ofa woman who had 
been his servant. 

Another strange fact was that McCaffery’s 
aged sister, who is still living on the West 
Side, in poor circumstances and feebje 
health, was scarcely remembered in the will. 
slot none Cage last wife was left 
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McCaffery became a contractor and pros- 
pered. He came to Chicago and grew richer, 
and, incidentally, he married again. His 
Eastern wives and families forgot him, and 
some of his wives, including Mary Dawson, 
it was claimed, married again. The latter 
believed McCaffery dead, and, according to 
the story, married William O’Daniels, who 
was killed in the civil war. 

When McCaffery’s strange will was pub- 
lished the trouble began, which now prom- 
ises to give the attorneys much work. 

When the products of the second and later 
marriages attempted to prove claims Mary 
Dawson came forward to prove the validity 
of her claims as the only legal wife and to 
upset the golden dreams of other heirs. She 
has succeeded. 


NEW GUNBOAT ANNAPOLIS IS LAUNCHED 


It Is of an Entirely New Type and Is 
to Be Used as a Practice 
Cruiser. 


New York, Dec. 23.—The gunboat Annap- 
olis, destined for service as the practice 
cruiser for the United Statés Naval Academy 
at Annapolis, was launched at Elizabeth, 
N. J., at 10:30 a. m. 

Miss Georgie Porter, daughter of Lieu- 
tenant Theodoric Porter and a granddaugh- 
ter of the late Admiral Porter, broke the 
customary bottle of wine on the vessel's 
bow as it glided into the waters of Staten 
Island Sound, exclaiming at the same time: 
“I christen thee Annapolis.” 

The gunboat Annapolis is a vessel of entire- 
ly new type so far as our navy is concerned, 
in that it is of composite construction, all 
of the framing being of steel, but pianks of 
Georgia pine being worked on the frames 
below the water line, secured by composition 
bolts in such manner as to prevent galvanic 
action, and being them covered with copper. 
This will make the vessel largely inde- 
pendent of docking facilities and economical 
in the use of fuel. Another feature of the 
vessel that distinguishes it from other naval! 
ships is the use of full sail power in addition 
to steam. 

It will be barkentine rigged, and will be 
able to sail twelve knots an hour without 
using its engines. It is a sister ship to the 
Vicksburg and Newport, of 1,000 tons dis- 
placement, drawing twelve feet of water, 
and 168 feet long by 36 feet beam. 


HOW IT FEELS TO BE BLOWN UP. 


Gen. Avery’s Experience When 10,000 
Pounds of Dynamite Exploded. 

“I suppose that one of the most exciting 
episodes of my life,’”’ remarked Gen, Dudley 
Avery some time since, ‘‘ was during a thun- 
der-storm a number of years ago On Avery’s 
Island, when 10,000 pounds of dynamite ex- 
ploded. It was a most extraordinary hap- 
pening, and the most remarkable thing of 
the affair was that I lived to tell the tale. 
I was in the vicinity of the building in which 
the dynamite was stored, and when the 
storm came on I took shelter under a shed 
which was some distance removed from the 
explosive, and which was used as a black- 
smith shop by a2 man who was employed in 
this capacity, and who served with me dur- 
ing the war and at the battle of Shiloh. We 
were chatting together when I felt a shock, 
and then to my surprise I saw the black- 
smith going up in the air. I watched him 
pass through the roof of the shed, but the 
man, who, by the way, was an Irishman, 
did not seem to get any further from me. 
Then ] realized that I was going up, too. 
I suppose we must have ascended for thirty 
or forty feet, and then we came down with 
a rusn, reaching the earth a little disfig- 
ured and with lungs in a state of collapse. 
When we caught our breath the Irishman 
remarked between his gasps that a little 
thing like that couldn't scare us, as we'd 
both been in explosions before. He was 
wounded badly, however, while I escaped 
with a few scratches. We found upon com- 
ing down that the lightning had exploded 
the 10,000 pounds of dynamite. Where the 
storehouse had stood was a hole in the 
ground about thirty feet deep, and with a 
diameter of fully sixty feet, shaped like a 
funnel. Trees,in the vicinity were burned 
black, and an oak tree two feet thick, that 
had stood twenty feet from the building, 
was blown into shreds so fine that not a 
vestige could be found, I have been afraid 
to go near dynamite ever since,.’’—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat., 


Model of the Newest Cunarders. 

The Cunard Steamship company’s West- 
ern office at Clark and Randolph streets has 
received from the home office in Liverpool 
for permanent exhibition in Chicago the 
model of the latest Cunarders, the Cam- 
pania and the Lucania, which formed the 
center of the company’s exhibit In the 
Transportation Building at the World's Fair.

‘ASK BIDS ON A PLAN@ 


ALLEY COMMITTEES SEEK ELEC- 
TRICAL EQUIPMENT FIGURES. 


Invite Bids for a Piant and Also for 
the Furnishing of Power—Approx- 
imate Cost of a Station Is $600,000 
and of Equipping the Line $200,000 
—Sale Will Be Confirmed Monday in 
Absence of Larger Bids—W ould End 
Account Trading on the Exchange. 


Bids for a power house for the Alley “ L" 
have been asked by a subcommittee reprce- 
senting the bondholders’ committees, and 
electrical companies have also been asked 
to make bids for supplying the 
current necessary for the operation 
of the road. Plans and _ specifica- 
tions ‘have been prepared showing the 
sort of plant which would be wanted, and 
also giving the amount of horse power re- 
quired for the operation of cars by elec- 
tricity. All of the principal electrical firms 
in Chicago have been asked to bid on the 
supplying of current, and the principal elec- 
trical supply houses have been asked to 
make bids-on the cost of plant and equ!p- 
ment. So far none of the bids have been 
made under the request, but a number of 
the companies are now figuring and it ls 
expected within a few days the committee 
will know approximately what it will cost 
for power. 

The members of the committee would like 
to make a contract with some company 
which would build the plant and furniss 
power, Such a plan would simplify mu- 
terially the reorganization of the road, but 
it is not believed it will be possible to make 
such an arrangement on terms that would 
be satisfactory. An electrical man, froin 
whom a bid was asked, said yesterday the 
company would have to furnish good se- 
curity for the fulfillment of the contract 
before he would undertake a plant. The 
contract would have to be for a considerabic 
period also, and provision wouid have tv 
be made for a sinking fund which would 
practically take care of the original invest- 
ment during the life of the contract. There 
are sO many improvements being made in 
electrical machinery that it is possible for 
a plant to become obsolete in the course of 
a few years. The Lake Street elevated raii- 
road has a contract with the West Chicago 
street railroad, under which it gets its peng 
at the cost of manufacture, with 10 per cent 
added. Through this the road was enabled 
to change the line to an electric road at an 
expense of less:' than $300,000. 

What a Plant Would Cost. 


The cost of such a plant as would be re- 
quired for the Alley “L” is estimated at 
$600,000, and the equipment of the road at 
$300,000. It will be seen, therefore, that if 
60 per cent of the stockholders of the old 
Alley *“*L” come in on the new reorganiza- 
tion plan sufficient money will be realized, 
with the present available cash, to equip the 
line with electricity and to build a power- 
house. It is believed the sum will also cover 
the cost of constructing a connection with 
the loop. 

No evidence is shown of an intention on 
the part of any one to raise the bid made on 
behalf of the bondholders’ committee under 
which the road was sold by the master. The 
time for the filing of new bids will expire on 
Monday, Dec. 28, and it will be necessary in 
order to postpone confirmation to make a 
bid in excess of this amount, accompanied 
by a check as earnest money. The road was 
sold at the master’s sale for $4,000,100, and 
was confirmed nisi. Unless an offer is made 
in excess of this bid the sale will stand con- 
firmed without further action on the part of 
the court. The bondholders can bid in. ex- 
cess of $10,000,000, paying for the same in 
bonds at their par value. The bid would be 
raised above $4,000,100, but how much would 
have to be paid in cash before the bond- 
holders would quit bidding remains to be 
seen. Andrew Crawford, who madea bid in 
a way of 70 for the first mortgage bonds, is 
now out of the market. He does not expect 
to become a bidder for the property. The 
four-cent ordinance, which got into the 
hands of the Mayor and was looked upon as 
showing an unfriendly spirit toward. local 
corporations, and the falilure of the National 
Bank of Illinois, also had an effect:in caus- 
ing those interested to stay out of the field 
for Alley “ L.”’ 

It is believed negotiations which were un- 
der way for the purchase for the Calumet 
Electric at the time of the failure of the 
bank were being carried on in part for the 
owners of Alley “L’”’ securities, who want- 
ed those lines as feeders for the elevated 
road.

It will probably be arranged to 
have some other member resign, thus put- 
ting the committee on the basis of the terms 
agreed upon by the members of the special 
committee after the annual election in June. 
The Governing committee took no action on 
the report. It will come up for action either 
at a special meeting or at the regular month- 
ly meeting in January.

CURRENT NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


How the Presidential Campaign In- 
terfered with New Construction— 
New 5,000-Mile Tickets Ready. 


New railway enterprises were among the 
chief sufferers from the continuance of the 
financial depression during the year now 
drawing to a close. Early in the year, when 
the return of prosperity seemed near at 
hand, new railways were projected and new 
building began to increase. If enterprises 
which were undertaken had not been checked 
by the financial uncertainty attending the 
Presidential-campaign, at least 2,500 miles 
of new track would probably have been 
added to the mileage of the country. From 
records kept by the Railway Age it appears 
there were built only about 1,800 miles of 
road. In several cases work in progress was 
stopped by failure to obtain the furds which 
had been provided and if times get better 
many of the unfinished lines will undoubted- 
ly be completed during the coming year. 

It is a curious coincidence that the mileage 
of new track laid in 1896 is almost precisely 
the same as that In 1895, which corrected re- 
turns showed to be 1,803 miles. The con- 
struction work of the last year was well dis- 
tributed over the country, thirty-eight of the 
forty-nine States and Territories having a 
share, although in some States it was ex- 
ceedingly small. Kansas, for instance, 
showed only a fraction over a mile, this being 
the entire length in that State of a road 
which was anxious to get out of Kansas into 
the more hospitable Indian Territory. The 
largest mileage was in California, 186 miles 
on eight lines, followed by Louisiana with 
154 miles on five lines; Michigan with 146 
miles on eleven lines; Georgia, 97 miles on 
fourteen lines; Pennsylvania, 90 miles on 
fifteen lines: Florida, 79 miles on seven lines. 
In eleven States and Territories no track 
was laid. 

Sihce 1887 new railroad construction has 
dwindled down from 12,983 miles to 1,802 
miles this year. The railway mileage of the 
United States is now a little more than 182,- 
800 miles. 


New 5,000-Mile Ticket Is Ready. 

Arrangements for putting into effect the 
new interchangeable 5,000-mile ticket by 
the lines in Central Passenger committee 
territory have been completed. 

Notice was issued yestegday to all the 
roads interested by Chairman F. C. Donald 
that he is in a position to receive orders for 
the tickets, and to carry out in every way 
the provisions of the agreement governing 
their issue and use. 

The tickets will be good over forty-two 
roads, including all the roads running east 
and southeast from Chicago, with the ex- 
ception of the Michigan Central, Chicago 
and Erie, and the Grand Trunk. 

Sale of the new tickets will commence _ 
on Jan. 2, 1897. Chairman Donald will be. 
the only one authorized to sell them, and 
he has prepared a form of application to be 
used by the purchaser. 


Takes Position on Great Western. 
Fert Dodge, Ia., Dec. 23.—[Special.]—There 
was a surprise in railroad circles today when 
the resignation of General Superintendent 
E. 8. Hitchins of the Mason City and Fort 


Dodge road was announced. He has been in

Les Angeles, Cal., Dec. 23.--A decree of 
foreclosure in the suit of the United States 
Trust company of New York against the At- 
lantic and Pacific railway has been granted 
in the Circuit Court of the Southern District 
of California. This is one of a series of fore- 
closures that have been granted in several 
States on a suit involving $16,000,000. 


St. Joe and Grand Island Sold. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Dec. 23.—Punrsuant to the 
decree of the United States Court In foreclos- 
ure proceedings the St. Joe and Grand Island 
railway was sold today at 120’clock by Mas- 
ter in Chancery Siminton. Theproperty was 
bidinby F. P. Olcott of New York, Chairman 
for the bondholders’ committee, at the sum 
of $3,000,000. There were no other bidders. 


Change in Vandalia Management.

WATER CUTS OFF BIG PROFITS. 


Mine That Once Paid $1,500,000 a Year 
Is to Be Pumped Out. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 23.—The Allison 
ranch mine, which was, a quarter of a 
century ago, one of the best producing mines 
in the vicinity of Grass Valley, is to be re- 
opened and worked to its fullest capacity. 
The mine is now owned by John W. Mackay 
and James L. Flood. 

The Allison ranch mine has a unique his- 
tory. In the height of its prosperity it 
was purchased by J. B, Haggin and A. B, 
Dawis. The mine was a profitable invest- 
ment. In 1866 it led all Nevada County 
mines and two years later it had paid over 
$3,000,000 in dividends. 

One day a miner’s pick tapped a vein of 
water and in a few minutes the mine was 
floeded..The water poured in jn such vol- 
ume it could not be pumped out and the 
mine was abandoned. That was twenty- 
eight years ago, and all that time the mine 
has remained full of water. 

Eight years ago Mackay and Flood se- 
cured control of the property and now they 
purpose to pump the mine out. A pump- 
ing plant with a capacity of 1,000,000 gallons 
a day will be putin. It is estimated that it 
will take two years to clear the mine.
